POOR PROSPECTS FOR A REVISION 
THE COMING WINTER. 

4HE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE UNABLE 

TO BEGIN WORK BECAUSE THE TARIFF 

REPORT IS NOT READY — RELATIVE 


CHANCES OF TARIFF AND TAX LEGIS- 
LATION, 


Wasutneton, Nov. 20.—There were only 
four members present to-day at the meeting 
of the Ways and Means Committee, and it is 
not expected that more than half a dozen 
will be here to-morrow. It was expect- 
ed when the committee was instructed 
to meet in November to prepare revenue 
bills that the report of the ‘Yariff 
Commission would be ready for examination 
by the committee. A telegram received to- 
day from the Secretary of the commission 
Jeclared that the Commissioners were working 
night and dey upon their report and could not 
tomplete it before Dec. 4. It is probable, 
therefore, that the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will not attempt todo anything until the 
session begins. Someot the expenses of the 
Tariff Commission are regarded as large by 


the accounting officers of the Treasury, and a 
member of the commission was here to-day ex- 
plaining them. 

Judge Kelley, the Chairman of the Ways 
nnd Means Committee, says that it is no use 
to try to revise the tariff at the coming short 
session. The report of the commission can- 
not be digested in the time available for 
work outside of time needed for the appropri- 
ation bills. In fact, if a tariff bill were 
ready now, and supported by a ma- 
jority of the committee, it could 
not, in his opinion, be passed before March 4. 
But he says there will be an opportunity this 
Winter to abolish aliinternal taxation which 
yielded $146,000,000 in the last fiscal year. The 
hill pending in the Senate may be passed ora 
supplemental bill abolisbing the whole internal 
revenu2system, he thinks, may be passed in 
the House and sent to the ‘Senate. He 
points to the defeat of Messrs. Page, Robeson, 
nnd Hazelton, who managed the caucus that 
refused last Winter to sanction any bill taking 
of the tax on whisky and tobacco, and says 
that if the Republicans will not vote for the 
reduction which he advocates, and if the 
Demoerats will, he will vote with the Demo- 
crats. Upon this question Judge Kelley repre- 
sents the ultra-protectionist element. It 
will be very difficult to pass the 
pending Senate bill at the coming session, and 
it now seems safe to say that it will be impos- 
sible to pass the supplemental bill which he 
suggests for the abolition of the entire internal 
revenue system. There will be in the House 
too many persons who are unwilling to handi- 
tap and embarrass a proper revision of the 
tariff by cutting off nearly $150,000,0U0 of in- 
vernal revenue at one stroke. 


HE NEW STAR ROUTE TRIAL. 
PREPARATIONS BY THE PROSECUTION—EX- 
SENATOR SPENCER EXPECTED TO TESTIFY. 
Weassineton, Nov. 20.—The counsel em- 
ployed by the Government in the star route 
case have made their preparations for the new 
trial, which will begin the first week in Decem- 
ber. The witnesses have been summoned, and 
they will be here. It is probable that some of 
the persons who testified in the first trial con- 
terning the details of service on the routes 
will not be called, because they will not be 
needed, and it is also probable that some 
hew witnesses will appear. It is understood 
that the Government is using every means to 
liscover the whereabouts of ex-Senator Spen- 
rer, and counsel are confident that he wiil be 
found. All the persons recently arrested as a 
result of the bribery inquiry, except Juror 
Jickson, have been bound over to await the 
iction of the Grand Jury. Judge Hoover, 
of Arizona, who made a statement in 
relation to the alleged attempt to bribe 
Juror Dickson, reached this city to-day, 
2nd the star route afternoon organ, managed 
by the foreman of the Congressional Record, 
has begun to abuse him. Its greeting is as fol- 
lows: ‘* Judge W. W. Hoover, Associate 
Justice of Arizona, and one of Brew- 
ster Cameron’s disreputable pals, is at 
the Riggs House. He is doubtless pre- 
pared to swear to anything Brewster 
Cameron may want him to.’’ The Dickson case 
vill probably be taken up this week, and it is 
»xpected that the preliminary hearing will be 
waived. The trial of Detective Miller will 
degin before the District Commissioners to- 
norrow. It is said that Henry A. Bowen, 
who is a witness in the Dickson case, and who 
was dismissed from the Government service, 
bas disappeared.

A FISH RING DEFEATED. 


TEN FISHING CAPTAINS SAIL AWAY FROM 
BOSTON RATHER THAN SUBMIT. 

Boston, Nov, 20.—The Captains of 10 fish- 
ing vessels declared war against the new Fish Ex- 
change combination to-day, and, refusing to sell at 
the combination buyers’ prices offered here, they 
sailed off to Gloucester with their entire 
freight of nearly 600,000 pounds of fresh 
cod and haddock. To-day was the first 
time since the combination went into 
operation that a large quantity arrived in port, and 
the market was fairly full. Some ofthe firms in 
the combination had been previously left by New- 
York with fish, costing them $3 or $4 per hundred, 
shorting on their hands, the New-York branch 
not being obliged to take above 40 per cent. of the 


fish in the hands of dealers here. The re- 
port got abroad early in the day among 
the shippers, no anxious buyers appear- 
ing Sfalongside, that the combination were 
**stuck,”’ aud could not agree upon a price to offer. 
Towards noon a few buyers appeared and offered 
$1 a bundred for the fish. The Captains all refused 
it, demanding $2. hen the latter. a good deal 
worked up by the delays of the business and the 
unsatisfactory price finally offered, consulted to- 
gether and agreed that they must have $2 50 or no 
sale, but the Exchange buyers wouid go no higher 
than $1 25. 

The Captains held to their price, threatening to 
go to Gloucesterand sell their fish there for split- 
ting at $1 25 before they would drop a cent to the 
Exchange. Next the buyers bid up to $1 80, but 
the Captains would not budge. Then, following 
the lead of one of their number, who declared he 
ws going to Gleucester never to bring another 
pound of fish to such a monopoly, the little fleet 
weighed anchor, hoisted sail, and sailed away with 
every pound of Georges codfish at Commer- 
cial Wharf. The dissatisfied Captains threaten 
never to bring another pound of fish to Boston 
while the “ring,” as they call it, is in existence, 
and they are being encouraged in their resolve at 
Gloucester. Encouraging words were telephoned 
to them from Gloucester before they left Com- 
mercial Wharf, and offers were made for some of 
their fish. Only three or four smail trips of shore 
fish were left, but the Captains of those ves- 
sels wero firm in their resolve not to sell at 
less than $2 50 per hundred, The Herald says of 
this withdrawal of ‘10 fishing vessels that it means 
the turning away of at least 25,000,000 pounds of 
fish per annum to other markets. ‘This fish is well 
worth at least $700,000, probably nearer $1,000,0v0. 
The vessels took with them this morning $6,000 or 
$8,000 worth. The departure of the vessels to 
Gloucester was a move not anticipated by the lead- 
ers of the Exchange, and future developments will 
be anxiously watched. 


GLOUCESTER, Nov. 20.—The return of the 
fishing fleet from Boston with their full fares, 
which they retused to sell at the prices offered by 
the Fish Exchange combination, occasioned much 
feeling there among the fishermen. Most of the 
skippers sold their fares here at from $1 50 
to $175, one dealer, George J. Tarr, who 
is also interested in one of the 
two concerns in Boston which have not joined 
the combination, buying five trips. Prices 
rule low here, because the fish have to 
be split and salted for the market here. 
The fishermen say that they are determined to 
stand out and withdraw their fish from the Boston 
market, and sell in Gloucester or stop fish- 
ing altogether. At $1 50 per hundred. the average 
season’s work is cut down one-half. The shippers 
complain that the combination plan is to equalize 
the price and force the fishermen way down to the 
lowest price and keepthemthere. It is declared 
that the fishermen will be backed by the large 
firms here in resisting the combination, and a pub- 
lic meeting is proposed for to-morrow night to dis- 
euss the fishermen’s interests. 


THE CINCINNATI EXPOSITIONS. 


A CLOSE VOTE IN FAVOR OF HOLDING THEM 
EVERY YEAR. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 20.—The Committees of 
Conference appointed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Bourd of Trade, and the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute voted to-day, after a protracted discussion, 
to recommend the holding of annual expositions. 
The vote was very nearly atie, the objection to 
annual expositions being based nupon the oppo- 
sition of the wholesale men and. the doubt 
in the minds of some of the committee whether, if 
expositions are held every year, they can be made 


topay. The last exposition netted to the board 
something Over $7,000. A loss greater than has 
ever been suffered could therefore be borne the 
coming season without having to call upon the sub- 
scribers tothe guarantee fund, butit was argued 
thatif expositions were held so frequently none 
of them could be made to pay, and two years hence 
the guaranteers would certainlv have to be called 
upon, and an enterprise that could be made stc- 
cessful biennially would be killed by too frequent 
repetition. It was also argued that the May festi- 
vals would suffer were the country people, upon 
whom they depend largely for support, at- 
tracted to the city too frequently by ex- 
positions. The May festivals are held  bi- 
ennially, and with the expositions also 
occurring biennially it was claimed that both 
could not be made highly successful through a 
long series of years. Toethese arguments against 
annual expositions was added that of the whole- 
sale merchants, who claim that such en- 
terprises are detrimental to their interests. 
Visitors to the city buy largely of 
the retail dealers while here, and thus 
buy less of the country merchants who are their 
customers. Tne railroad companies, the hotels, 
the retail merchants, the newspapers, the street 
railway companies, and the proprietors of ail 
places of amusement were found, however, to be 
strongly in favor of holding the expositions an- 
bually, and to them the committee yielded. It is 
altogether probable that their recommendation 
will be adopted, and the expositions made an 
annual feature, Whether they prove successful or 
not will depend very much upon the energy of the 
successive boards having them in charge. 
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STANDARD OIL COMPANY VICTORIOOS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—The Supreme 
Court to-day rendered a decisionin favor of the 
Standard Oil Company, of Ohio, wbich ends the 
long line of litigation.between the Commonwealth 
and the company concerning taxes and penalties 
claimed to be due the State by the latter. Some- 


thing over a year ago the State Treasurer and Au- 
ditor-General of Pennsylvania slated an account 
against thecompany amounting to $3,145,451 64, 
alleged tobe due by the company for taxes and 
penalties. The oil company appealed from the 
assessment to the Common Pleas of Dauphin 
County, where the case was argued before 
Judges Gimonton and McPherson. The Common- 
wealth there abandoned its original claim, 
but maintained that the State was entitled 
to $796,642 20. The Judges, after considering the 
argument, rendered a decision in favor of the Com- 
monwealth for taxes due amounting to $31,801. 
This sum was swelled by interest, penalties, and 
Attorney-General’s commissions to $33,277 59. 
From the decision of the lower court giving judg- 
ment for thissum both the Commonwealth and 
the oil company appealed to the Supreme Court; 
the former upon the ground that all of their 
amended claim was due, and the latter upon the 
claim that they were not liable for interest or pen- 
alties, no sufficient demand having been made upon 
them. The opinion, which was read by Justice 
Paxson, favors the company upon both appeals. 
The opinion of Justice Paxson and a majority of 
the court was dissented from by Justices Gordon, 
Trunkey, and Sterrett. Justice Gordon dissented 
upon the ground that the whole capital stock of 
the company cught to have been taxed. 
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THE MARQUIS OF LORNE’S TOUR.

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AFFAIRS IN THEOLD WORLD 
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IRISH LAWLESSNESS AND GOVERN- 
MENT POLICY. 

THE RELIEF OF DISTRESSED PERSONS—AP- 
PLICATIONS UND®ER THE LAND AND AR- 
REARS ACT—THE JOYCE MASSACRE— 
MR. DAVITT DENOUNCED. 

Lonpon, Noy. 20.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr, Trevelyan, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, informed Mr. Parnell 
that the unions in the western part of Ireland 
had been ordered to relieve the distressed peo- 
ple, and that the Local Government Board 
had instructed the Inspectors to see that the 
arrangements were sufficient, and that the re- 
lief measures were not interfered with for 
want of funds. 

Mr. Sexton gave notice that when the report 
of the committee in Mr. Gray’s case came up 
for consideration he would move that thé 
powers of Judges in cases of contempt of 
court ought to be defined and limited by 
statute. 

Mr. Courtney, Secretary to the Treasury, in- 
formed Mr. Parnell that up to the present 
time the applications under the Land act by 
tenants for loans to improve their holdings 


numbered 625, of which 310 had been granted, 
210 were inadmissible, and the remainder were 
being investigated. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply to an inquiry from 
Mr. Parnell, stated that the Government wa 
not at present contemplating any amendmen 
to the Arrears of Rent act. 

Mr. Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
replying to a question by Mr. O’ Donnell, mem- 
ber for Dungarvan, said that up to the 15th 
inst. the applications under the Arrears of 
Rent act had reached 14,167. The Land Com- 
missioners, he said, hoped to settle before the 
30th inst. all cases lodged prior to Nov. 25. 

The Parnellites, at a meeting to-night, re- 
solved to take no united action in relation to 
Mr. Yorke’s motion for the appointment of a 
committee to inquire into tho circumstances 
under which Messrs. Parnell, Dillon, and 
O’Kelly were released from Kilmainham Jail. 

DuBLIN, Nov, 2U.—Michaet Casey, father of 
Patrick Casey, who on Friday last was sen- 
tenced to he hanged for the murder of Bridget 
Joyce, was to-day indicted for complicity in 
the murder of the Joyce family. 

The Freeman’s Journal says the Pope, at a 
recent interview had with him by the Srmope 
of Down and Connor and Achonry, expressed 
his horror at the outrages committed in Ire- 
land, and charged the Bishops to use their ut- 
most exertions to prevent the people from 
offending against the laws, 

After the taking of formal evidence to-day 
in the case of Delaney, charged with an at- 
tempt to assassinate Judge Lawson, the ac- 
cused was committed for trial at the next 
Dublin Commission. The prisoner was guard- 
ed to and from the Police station by a strong 
escort of mounted Police with drawn sabres, 

TuLsk, Nov. 20.—Ten thousand persons 
attended a meeting of the Irish National 
League here yesterday. Among the speakers 
were Messrs. Sullivan and O’Kelly, members 
of Parliament. The latter referred to what he 
called the efforts of Mr, Davitt to split the 
Irish party, and said they were tantamount to 
stabbing Ireland in the back. He threatened 
to resign his seat if the county wavered in its 
allegiance to Mr. Parnell. He advised the 
farmers to take advantage of the Arrears of 
Rent act.

EGYPTIAN WAR SEQUELS. 
ARABI PASHA’S TRIAL TURNED INTO A 


FARCE—THE QUEEN TO THANK THE

Lonpon, Nov. 20.—A correspondent at 
Cairo says the Commission of Inquiry is turn- 
ing the trial of Arabi Pasha intoafarce. Mr. 
Rroadley has withdrawn from the defense 
after vigorously pretesting against the viola- 
tion of the agreement made with him. 

A long affidavit by M. Ninet, formerly 
Arabi Pasha’s adviser, is published. 1t is 
strongly in favor of Arabi, who, Ninet de- 
declares, endeavored to prevent incendiarism 
and protected Christians. 

According to private letters received here 
from Cairo, 330 of the 800 men composing the 
Berkshire Regiment are iil, owing to the bad 
sanitary condition of the barracks in which 
they are stationed.

It is considered as fresh proof that Russia is 
making friendly advances to Germany. 
Friendly assurances in regard to M. de Giers’s 
visit are about to be made by Germany to 
Austria, 

M. de Giers had an audience to-day with the 
Emperor and Frince Frederick William. 
He afterward dined at the palace, 


It is semi-officially stated that his 
visit to Prince Bismarck had no special object, 
but may be interpreted as an expression of the 
intimate relations existing between Russia 
and Germany. 

St. Pstrersspurea, Nov. 20.—The students of 
the University of Kazan, in consequence of 
the severity of the Police regulations, created 
disorders, and the university has been closed.

THE FRENCH BUDGET, 

Paris, Nov. 20.—M. Herisson, Minister 
of Public Works, to-day informed the Budget 
Committee that he had still at his disposal 
60,000,000f. of the funds allotted for his 
department, but he said he could 
not consent to any reduction of the 
sum (488,000,000f.) which it was proposed 
to expend on important public works. 
The committee agreed that this sum should 


not be reduced, but that the floating debt 
account should be charged with what the Gov- 
ernment expended in excess of available re- 
sources. M. Ribat, reporter of the Budget 
Committee, accepted the decision, but stated 
that he would call attention to the deficit in 
the budget. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day the esti- 
mates for the Foreign Office were discussed. 
M. Duclere, President of the Council and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, opposed an amendment 
offered by a Radical member providing for 
the abolition of the embassy at the Vatican. 
The amendment was rejected hy a vote of 339 
to 171. M. Madier de Montjau proposed that 
the Ambassador at the Vatican be replaced by 
a Chargé d’Affaires. M. Duclere said if the 
motion were carried he would resign. The 
motion was rejected by a vote of 339 to 147.

A STUBBORN CONVICT AT LIBERTY. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Nov. 20.—Judson Wol- 
cott, who was the terror of this section 20 years 
ago, has just returned to his old haunts, after an 
absence of 14 years in the Eastern Penitentiary, 
Philadelphia, where he was sent for the robbery of 
the White Haven Bank, in Luzerne County. Wolcott 


served his full time in prison because he could 
not be coaxed or coerced to work. Tho severe 
discipline of the penitentiary was applied to him in 
vain; he protested that as the State had deprived 
him of his liberty the State would have to keep him 
whether he worked or not, and he was opposed 
to prison labor on principle. The resources 
of the place were exhausted, but Wolcott said he 
would suffer death rather than work, and the offi- 
cers might do their worst. His fare was cut down 
to the starvation point, but he grew fat onit and 
plainly told his keepers that they could not inveuta 
terror that would make himalter his mind. Finally 
a pian was devised that it was thought would 
make Wolcott) work. He was. thrown intoa tank 
of water witha steady stream turned on at one 
side and a pump at the other and told that he 
musteither pump or drown. But he absolutely re- 
fused to pump even for the sakg of saving his own 
life, and when the prison-keepers dragged 
him from the tank he was half dead. This wasthe 
last experiment made in order to compel Wolcott 
to work, and so he served the balance of his time 
in idleness. When he was sent to jail several in- 
dictments were hanging over his head for crimes 
of various kinds in the eourts of Ln- 
zerne County, but during his absence the 
county has been divided, and the portion to which 
he belongs has been created into the new County 
of Lackawanna by act of Assembly. It is not like- 
ly that the authorities will proceed against the 
desperado onany of the old charges, and his fu- 
ture will therefore depend on his good behavior.

JACQUZS AWAITING REQUISITION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—Edward Jacques, 
his wife Elizabetn, and Charles Smith, charged 
with participating in a large number of robberies 
in the business part of the city during the past four 
months, were arraigned fora further hearing be- 
fore Magistrate South to-day.

IN THE POLITICAL FIELD 


CHARGES OF FRAUD AGAINST HA- 
HONE IN VIRGINIA. 
ACCUSED OF ILLEGALLY QUALIFYING VOTERS 
FOR HIS CANDIDATES—WHAT BECAME OF 

THE CAMPAIGN FUND? 

RicumMonp, Nov. 20.—Despite the fact 
that Mahone iz supposed to have collected 
from $150,000 to $200,000 from the Govern- 
ment employes in Washington and in this 
State, he resorted to fraudulent means to 
qualify his voters at the last election. It re- 
quired about $75,000 to qualify the Coalition 
voters in this State, Twénty or twenty-five 
thousand had paid the capitation tax early 


this Spring to participate in the city and town 
elections at the recent election. It is charged 
that Mahone’s agents voted thousands of his ad- 
herents on fraudulenttax receipts which by the 
collusion of Coalition County and State officers 
were used without the payment of any money 
therefor. In many cases it is alleged and sus- 
ceptible of proof that negroes were voted upon 
tax recsipts which after the election were re- 
turned to the Mahone officers to prevent the 
discovery of the fraud. Allof these facts are 
being put in shape by John E. Massey, the de- 
feated Democratic aspirant for Congressman 
at Large. This gentleman will contest the seat 
which the Coalition Board of Canvassers will 
certify to Capt, John P. Wise, who was elect- 
Pe as shown by the returns, by a majority of 
OYA 

The question is, if Mahoné adopted such 
questionable methods for securing tax receipts, 
what did he do with theimmensecampaign fund 
that he is credited with having collected? The 
great bulk of that money was expected to be 
used in the payment of the negroes’ poll tax. 
While the Democrats did not have control of 
the Tax Collectors in many sections of the 
State, they qualified all of the voters who 
would support their candidates and, it 
is alleged, in some instances adopted very 
doubtful schemes for obstructing the assessment 
of negro voters. The evidence which will be 
submitted to the Forty-eighth Congress by 
Massey in his contest against Wise will devel- 
op some of the boldest political manipulations 
ever reported from the South. The Virginia 
Democrats are no tyrosin chicanery of this 
kind. Under the control of that party this 
city has been the scene of some unblushing 
ballot manipulations, but compared to the 
wholesale and deft style in which Mahone is 
credited with having polled illegal votes it 
was mere child’s play. 

Most of these frauds were probably com- 
mitted by the Mahone party in the issuance of 
tax receipts by parties who were not legally 
authorized to doso, The Democrats were at 
something of a disadvantage in that particular, 
as Mahone had control of the collecting offices 
in most sections of the State. The official re- 
turns show that a light vote was polled in this 
State in the last election. The Democrats 
failed to poll the vote they did for Daniel last 
year by about 5,000, and the Coalitionists fell 
behind about 10,000 as compared with the same 
contest.

THE LACKAWANNA IRON AND COAL COM- 
PANY STARTS WORE. 

ScRANTON, Nov. 20.—The Lackawanna Iron 
and Coal Company’s steel mill started up to-day, 
after four days’ idleness, and will run until further 
notice, although the General Manager says he is not 
aware of any new orders having been received. 
His knowledge was equally barren as to the prices 
for which the company is turning out Bessemer 
rails, but he volunteered the information that it 


could fill contracts much more reasonably than the 
Western mills, as the scale of wages paid here is 
considerably lower. He attributes the shutting 
down of the Western mills to the fact 
that owing to the high rates of wages they pay 
they are unable to compete with the Lackawanna 
Company in areduced market, but ne says it is ab- 
surd to attribute the demoralization of the Besse- 
mer business to a cutting-under policy onthe part 
of the Scranton Company, since it is fully as much 
in favor of high prices as any other company in 
the country. When pressed for figures he replied 
that be did not know wuat prices are now paid, as 
the business of the company is all done at head- 
quarters, in New-York, where contracts are made, 
bur he had heard of rails selling as low as $42 with- 
in the past few days. Rather than close its works 
absolutely, the Lackawanna Company declares its 
intention to run as long as it can pay expenses, and 
it will expect the co-oporation of its workmen this 
Winter by consenting to a reduction of wages if 


need be. 

ReapinG, Nov. 20.—About 70 men em- 
ployed at the pipe mill of the Reading Iron 
Works, this city, refused to go to work this morn- 
ing, owing to the fact that a notice had been 
posted in the mill on Saturday last by the man- 
agement, informing the employes thata reduction 
of 20 per cent. on their wages would go into effect 
to-day. The men say they cannot possibly earn a 
livelihood working at the proposed wages and will 
not submit to the reduction. Tne company say 
the reduction was made owing to the de- 
pressed <conditiop af the common 


at this time of the year, and that as soon as 
trade warrants it the pay of the employes would 
be increased. The men who are pipe cutters and 
finishers say they will hunt work elsewhere if the 
company insist on th2 reduction. The employes, 
numbering about 1,000 in the other departments of 
the works, are at work with no prospect of any 
trouble. There is nd trouble at any of theiron 
works in the Schuylkill or Lehigh Valleys. All 
complain that the iron trade is slack, butso far 
there has been no reduction in tbe wages at any of 
the works. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 20.—THE TrsfEs’s corre- 
spondent asked Wilson Chisholm, of the Cleveland 
Rolling Mill Company, to-day in ‘reference to the 
general shutting down of Bessemer steel works at 
other points. He said bis mills would continue to 
run on full time, and he does not cuntemplate 
closing. 


Sr. Lovis, Nov. 20.—President Hitchcock, 
of the Vulcan Steel and Ore Works, speaking of

ONE DAY’S RECORD OF CRIME. 


MYSTERIOUS MURDER IN NEW-JERSEY— 
RUINED BY SPECULATION—DEEDS OF 
VIOLENCE, 

Pont Preasant, N. J., Nov. 20.—Hance H. 
Gant, about 50 years old, a wealthy farmer residing 
at Osbornville, near Lakewood, was found dead 
with a bullet-hole through his body in his own 
house yesterday morning. Near the body was a 
ebild’s cradie, with the ramrod of Gant’s ducking 
gun lashed fast to it. His gun, recently discharged, 
as shown by the blue marks of powder at the 
muzzle, was found standing in the corver of a 
rocm on the floor;;beneath. His wife aud 
four children were in the heuse all Sat- 
urday night, but say they did not 
hear the shot and do sxot know how 
the gun wes taken down stairs. lt is supposed 
that Gant had recently received a pension psy- 
ment, and, having sold a heavy crop of hay, bad 
considerable money in the house. He was nota 
drinking man, and no cause for suicide is known. 
When found Mr. Gant was lying at the head of the 
first Hight of stairs, clad only in trousers and shirt. 
A wagon-rod with a screw-put on one end lay near 
him. His shirt and breast bore powder 
marks and were burned by the olose firing. 
The affair has created much excitement, as Mr. 
Gant was highly respected. Hundreds of people 
went from the churches, and there is a determina- 
tion expressed by nis friends to probe the mystery 
to the bottom. Coroner Abram Lowe has ordered 
a post-mortem and detectives are working up the 
case. One theory is that he used the wagon-rod to 
fire the gun,and that was afterward taken down 
stairs by some member of the family. Another is 
that he surprised burglars and was killed. A third 
is domestic infelicity. Coroner Abram Lawe is 
ho!ding an inquest. 

Troy, Nov. 20.—Corse, the forger, is stillin 
jail here, and although he has numerous wealthy 
friends and relatives pore have offered to go his 
bail. His associates in military and club circles are 
sorry for him, but there are none of them who will 
offer to give $17,000 security for his appearance for 
trial. Corse’s father-in-law, Hiram J. Caswell, said 
to-night: **Corse was wrapped up in iron specula- 
tions. He made on one operation $5,000. This 
made him crazy on the subject. He negiected his 
business and put every dollar te could raise 
into iron. When the market went down and 
he halt used all the money his relatives 
would advance he put the bad paper on the mar- 
ket. I did all Icould to save him from exposure. 
When he left Troy I gave him a blank check signed 
by myself. This he cashed in New-York, after fill- 
ing it in for $17,000. He has cost me over $50,000, 
and I do not think that I cau afford to risk any 
more upon him. Corse has, however, a number of 
friends who take a2 great interest in him, and it is 
probable that if the forged paper which he bas 
uttered can be redeemed at something less than 
par he wili get out of the scrape.” 

A plot has been discovered at the jail here by 
which Timothy Shudy, a burglar, and other pris- 
oners expected to escape. The bolt on Shudy’s 
cell-door had been sawed through. Shudy was to- 
day sentenced to 10 years in State prison for 
burglary. 

Locxport, Nov. 20.—Narcisse Montray, a 
Frenchman of intemperate habits, living and 
keeping a grocery in the same building in 
Locust-street, in this city, was found yesterday 
afternoon alone inthe room over the grocery un- 
conscious, covered with nicod, and his head badly 
cut. The wictim died early this morning, and the 
post-mortem examination showed that death was 
eaused by concussion of the brain 
who examined the body say that the biows were 
given with a heavy object some time on Sunday 
morning. Montray’s two sons, aged, respectively, 
22 and 14 years, have been arrested. No direct 
evidences as yet appears against them, and no 
satistactory theory of the crime has been formed. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 20.—Two weeks ago Ed- 
ward Mitchell, a colored coachman for aClsveland 
railway magnate, stole a d‘amond cross and chain, 
valued at $3,000, from his employer. He gave the 
cross te a friend to keep, took the chain, and ran 
away. He was diligentiy sought for, and this 
afternoon was arrested at Indianapolis upon in- 
structions sent from here. The robbery was kept 
n secret by the losers. A detective will leave to- 
night for Mitchell, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 20.—Last Spring David 
Williams was tefore the Meyor of Jesup for wife- 
beating. He represented that tho woman wita 
whom he was living was not his wife, ana they 
were put under bonds to await trial, in the Su- 
perior Court. on the charge of adultery. The 
charge against them was dismissed upon their 
marrying. Yesterday Major Houston went to 
Wililiams’s house and claimed the woman as his 
wife and the eldest child as nis. The woman left 
onatrain with Houston. Williams followed them 
to Hartridge and there shot und killed Houston, 
and then escaped to the woods. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., Nov. 20.—Dr. Henry 
Willis Bassett, a prominent physician of this city 
and for severa) Summers resident physician at 
Blount Springs, Ala., was shot and instantly killed 
this afternoon by Levi Esslinger, a farmer. The 
difficulty grew out ef an account betwee: tre two 
for Bassett’s professional services. In the quarrel, 
Bassett, who had been drinking, threatened to cnt 
Esslinger’s throat. at the same time running his 
hand into his pocket. Esslinger immediately drew 
a pistol and fired, the ball passing through Bas- 
sett’s left side. Esslinger made no attempt to 
escape, and was arrested. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.. Nov. 20.—The stage from 
Columbia to Campbellsville, Ky., was robbed this 
morning two miles from the latter place by a 
masked robber. Tere were three passengers in 
the stage—Mrs. Dobbs, of Bloomington, Ind.; 
Moses H. Rhorer, of Columbia, and J. O. Edwards, 
of Moulton, Iowa. From Mrs. Dobbs a! out 
$10 were taken. She sreceeded in saving 
two fine diamond rings by hiding them in 
herlap. From Mr. Rhorer a pocket-book contain- 
ing money and valueble papers and a watch were 
taken. Mr. Edwerds lost a watch. The last 
named saved his money by throwing his poc'-et- 
book undera seat. The mail bags were cut open 
and rified of the registered letters. The robber 
refused to restore Mr. Rhorer’s papers, saying: 
“A stage-robber bas no mercy.’’ He broke a wheel 
of the coach, and then disappeared through the 
woods. He wore a leather mask, end was armed 
with along revolver. His right band was badly 
cut in opening the mail bags.

T. M. Browner and T. McCants 
Stewart, of Liberia College, and William E. Dodge 
and W. H. Schieffelin. A letter was read from the 
Rev. Dr. R. S. St .rrs, who wrote that it seemed to 
him more evident every year that the Christian 
civilization of the vast continent of Africa would 
be immeasurably advaneed by Christian colonies 
being planted upon its coasts. The Rev. Dr. Me- 
Cosh seid he was present to bear testimony in_be- 
haif of the young men about to go out as Pro- 
fessors of the college at Liberia, that they 
had rankea during their college course 
aiong with the first men of Princeton College. 
He looked forward to a far greater intellectual de- 
velopment of the colored people, bu: he believed 
that they would have to reiy upon themselves for 
their elevation to a higher life. The Rev. Dr. Tay- 
lor also spoke of the great intellectual capacity of 
the colored race, and obvserved that there was an 
elevating influence in the presence in a country of 
such an institution as Liberia College. The Rev. 
Dr. Elder dwelt upon the absolute necessity of an 
educated clergy in Africa to tefute the 
sudtle philosophy of heathen religions and 
combat the superstitions of those dark nations. 
The Rev. Dr. Hall expressed the hearty interest he 
had In this work, and his concurrence in the state- 
ments that had been made regarding its impor- 
tance. Mr. William E. Dodge added a few words in 
recurd tothe great mental capacity of colored 
people, and said he was heartily in sympathy with 
the movement in Liberia. The Rev. Dr. Biyden de- 
scribed the difficulties they had encountered and 
surmounted inthe establishment of Liberia as an 
independent State and-in securing the recognition 
of foreign powers. »He said they fully recognized 
the value of education in their struggle for na- 


tional existence, and hence their desire to increase 
college facilities

THE SUDDEN DEATH OF PROF: 
HENRY DRAPER, ©. D., LL. L. 
SKETCH OF HIS LIFE AND ACHIEVEMENTS— 

THE RESULTS OF BIS ASTRONOMICAL 
AND PHYSICAL RESEARCHES — PHOTO: 
GRAPHS OF THE MOON AND OF SPEC- 

TRA—LITERARY AND OTHER LABORS. 

The news of the death of Prof. Henry 
Draper, M. D., LL. D., which oceurred suddenl} 
yesterday morning, will bea painful surprise. es 
pecially to the scientific world, among whose worse 
ers he has long held rank with the foremost 0 
original investigators. His illness, which was & 
only four days’ duration, is doubiless traceable t¢ 
asevere cold contracted during his trip to tht 
Rocky Monntains two months ego, when the part} 
ef scientific gentlemen of which he was 1% 
member was eaught in a terrific snow 
storm, and was subjected to sufferings which 
left their impress upon Prof. Draper in the 
form of pleuritic sympjoms. He experienced but 
little further trouble upon his return home anti 
early in the morning of Thursday last, when he wad 
attacked with pleurisy in its most violent form 
Although the best medical attendance was prompt 
ly obtained, the disease made rapid progress, and 
nis sufferings became so intense thata resort wat 
had to morphine, which was administered in com 
siderable quantr. His residence, No. 271 Madisom 
avenue, was visited dally by a large number o! 
anxious friends eagerto hear the latest informatio1 
from the patient’s bedside. His condition was 
critical on Sunday night that the attendant 
abandoned all hope, and the members of his fami 
ly were summoned to bisside. At 4 o’clock tht 
next morning he breathed his last, The loss of s« 
eminent an astronomer ard scientist will be 
lamented the world over. His achievements weré¢ 
so illustrious, and his enthusiasm and never-wearyé 
ing efforts in the field of astronomical research s¢ 
conspicvous, that his future gave promise of a brik 
lianey seldom attained. His age—be was only 45~ 
wasinhis favor. It was fair to expect that the 
richest and ripest fruits of his life were yet to b¢ 
guthered. 

Prof. Draper was born in Prince Edward County, 
Va.. March 7, 1887. His father was the late Dr 
Jobn Wiiliam Draper, celebrated as a chemist 
physiologist, and publicist. The latter's thre 
sons, of whom Henry was the second, have all dis 
tinguished themselves in the several branches o 
science with which they have been identified 
John Christopher Draper, the eldest, is a Professo! 
of Natural History in the College of the City o 
New-York, has held the Chair of Chemistry ané¢ 
Physiology in the University of this City, and ha: 
written works on respiration and anatomy, physi 
ology, and hygiene which have brought him prom 
inently before the medical profession. Danie 
Draper, the youngest of the sons, is tht 
Superintendent of the Meteorological Bureat 
in Central Park. His discoveries bave been o 
great value, particularily in the forecasting 0! 
stormns, the determination of their course, thei 
rapidity, and general direction. Three years aftei 
the birth of Henry, the elder Draper accepted the 
Chair of Chemistry in the University of the City oi 
New-York, and with his family at once settled ix 
this City. Afteracourseinthe primary and pre 
paratory schoois, Henry Draper was admitted, a! 
the age of 15, to the Academic Department of thé 
unniversity. He is remembered by Prof. B. N. 
Martin, who became associated with the Univers 
ity the same year, as a bright, active youth, full of 
animal spirits, and possessing a strong taste fot 
scientific pursuits. A medical department had 
been founded by his father, in which 
the son completed a course, and from 
which he was gradnated in 1858. The following 
year he spent in Europe, visiting and studying ag 
few tourists do, places and instruments connected 
‘with great scientific investigation. Ar instrument 
which particuierly attracted his attention was the 
six-foot reflecting telescope of Lord Rosse, and ta 
the interest excited in its examination and the 
field of enterprise which it suggested are largely 
attributable bis subsequent efforts in the science o! 
celestial photography. Upon his return to this 
City he was appointed a member of the medica 
staff attached to Bellevue Hospital. and foi 
18 months he discharged the_ varied duties 
of his responsible position. His tastes laj 
in an altogether different direction, however, anc 
he abandoxed the practice of medicine, althouc! 
he aecepted, in 1860, the chair of Physiolozy in the 
Academic Department of the university from whict 
he had been graduated, and retained it until last 
Suinmer. Six years later he was installedin the 
chair of Physiology in the Medieal Department, 
and became the managing officer of the depart- 
About the time he accepted this position 
the buiiding in Fourteenth-steet, occupied by the 
department. and containing valuable collections 
and apparatus, was destroyed by fire. By means 
of his own contributions and those which he 


. resolntely set about securing from others, the 


building was replaced, the school was continued, 
and the institution was raised to its present four 
ishing condition. The deathof his father-in-law. 
Courtlandt Palmer, and the duties imposed upon 
bim as Executor and Trustee of Mr. Palmer's vast 
estate, rendered necessary his retirement from 
the medical department in 1873. A similar require: 
ment, added to his desire to devote his attention 
more closely to astronomica! mattersin which ha 
had already required well-de-erved distinction, 
prompted him during the past Summer to sever bis 
connection altogether with the university. 

The elder Draper was the first to secure a photo: 
graphic portrait from life. This was in 1839. The 
idea of utilizing the art of photography in con- 
nection with a determination of the charee 
teristics of celestial bodies was taken ug 
by his son, and some of the most remark: 
able as well as most valuable discoveries of 
modern times have been the result. In his obser 
vatory on his father’s grounds at Hastings-on-the 
Hudson he made his observations. and in a labora 
tory in the rear of bis residence in this City. the 
most complete, perhaps, in the world, he inter 
preted the observations and madea vast numbei 
of experiments in furthering his work. His firsi 
investigations in science were made, when an un 
dergraduate in the medical departmen: at theage 
of 20, by a series of experiments on the functions of 
the spleen, aided by microscopic photographx. ar 
art then in itsinfancy. Itwasinthecourseo thi 
research that he discovered the great aivantage 
possessed by proto-chloride of palladiumin dark 
ening co!lodion negatives. Shortly after his returz 
from Europe he constructed a reficetirg teiescope 
of 15% inches diameter, with which he was 
enabled to procure # photograph of the moon 5é 
inches in diameter, the largest ever made. He bad 
his own workshop and his own tools at the Hast- 
ings observatory,and his ingenuity suggested a 
number of important improvements in the making 
of astronomical instruments. His methods of 
grinding and polishing mirrors, as wellas his sys- 
tem of testing them, attracted such attention thut 
he felt warranted in embodying a description of 
them tn an interesting memoir which was published 
by the Smithsonian Institution in 1864in its “Con: 
tributions to Science.’ Thiswork is regarded as 
the standard publication on the suoject. Prof. 
Diaper was the first to demonstrate the 
superior value of chemically pure silvez 
over all known substances in the construction of 
the spectrum. This was the result of the experi 
ments resorted to in theconstruction of his famous 
equatorial! telescope, with its aperture of 23 inches, 
which was to prove of such value in photograph- 
ing the spectra of the stars. Its mounting and its 
silvered spectrum were made with his own hands, 
and in 1872, after a long series of experiments 
and trials, he satisfied himself and otkers that 
his instrament was asuccess. President Barnard, 
of Columbia College, wrote of it as “‘probably 
the most difficult and costly experimentin celestia 
chemistry ever made.’ With the aid of hisnew 
instrument Prof. Draper obtained a photograph o} 
the fixed lines in the spectra of stars, and with but 
a single exception no one by repeating the experi 
ment has since claimed a share in this honor. The 
Giscovery of the gelatino-bromids “* dry process” iz 
photographv has greatly lessened the cifficulties iz 
the way of this exceedingly delicate branch of celes 
tial investigation and enabled him to secure upwaré 
of 100 of the spectra of various stars. Three tele 
scopes are mounted in the Hastings obserratory,ont 
pf them the largest in the world, and with these ht 
took observations covering a long period of years 
His ardor never tired, and his inventive genius wai 
such as to extricate him from the many difficult po 
sitions into which his constant search for new 
wonders brought him. In nearly all of his labor: 
his wife was his constant companion, and hei 
faithful and efiicient services on more than one oc 
casion called forth from him the warmest com: 
mendation and expressions of the deepest gratitude. 

In 1872 Prof. Draper obtained a photograph oj 
the diffraction spectrum which has never been ex- 
celled. It comprised the region from below G,. 
wave leugth 4,25¢, to O, wave lensth 3.440, on on¢ 
Plate. Small portions of the diffraction spectrum 
have since bee» taken on a larger scale, thougt 
none of them were veritable for determining the 
relative wave lengths of the fixed lines. Secchi. it 
his masterly work on the sun, used an illustratioz 
from this photogravh of Prof. Draper’s. and th¢ 
British Association recognized’ its value by re 
producing it and iudorsing it as the _ best 
that had ever been taken. The transit oi 
Venus in 1874 afforded an exceptional oppor 
tunity for the display of perfected phowgr 
rapby, and Prof. Draper, as_ its  ablest 
exponent, was appointed Superintendent ol 
the photographic department by the com 
mission which was sent out by this Government t¢ 
observe the phenomenon. His work was so suc 


ces-ful and so gratifying to scientific men that it ' 


attracted the attention of Congress, which ordered 
2 special gold medai to be struck off and presented 
tohim. Tunis was done at the Philadelphia Mint. 
The memento bears the Latin inscription ** De or! 
Decus Addit Avito”—"* He adds lustre to ancestral 
glory.” This was the first instance in the history of 
the United States that any such public recognition 
Was given by Congress to a acientist. z 
Perhaps Prof. Draper’s most remarkable achieve 
mnent was his discovery of oxygzeninthesun. This 
was in 1877. after a long and costly in of

the lofty plateau between the Rocky Mountains 
and the Sierra Nevadas. The conditioes of the 
atmosphere, however, were found to be tittle more 
favorable than those met at lower levels, and 
the only conclusion that was arrived :t was that 
the summit of a lofty mountain near the sea-coast 
was best adapted to the purposes of astronomers. 
A total eclipse of the sun, observed by the Pro- 
fessor from the same elevated stand-point the fol- 
lowing year, afforded unother fllustration of the 
nicety with which hs photographie apparatus reg- 
istered cele-tial phenomena, ‘Tie last two years 
of his life bave been devoted mainly to taking 
photographs of the nebula ia Orion, a scientific 
feat which only those who are intimately acquaint- 
ea with the supject can properly appreciate. It 
was only alter the most laborious efforts that he 


was able to accomplish results in this special field. |

ing. Under date of Sept. 24 De Long wrote 
that the three sick men being able to walk the 
party would resume their march the next day with 
two days’ provisions.

the Secretary of the Treasury to detect and pre- 
vent frauds upon the Customs revenue, and as- 
signed to duty under the direction of the Supervis- 
ing Special Agent, have been efficiently and profit- 
ably employed during the year in the 13 special 
agency districts into which the country is divided, 
and which districts embrace all the Customs col- 
lection districts and ports. The annual examina- 
tion of the books, papers, and accounts of Customs 
officers made by Special Agents has resulted in cor- 
recting Innumerabie irregularities in the manner of 
transacting Customs business, particularly at the 
smaller ports, where the laws and regulations 
governing the Customs service are but imper- 
fectly understood because of the periodical 
changes which take place in the local officers. 
As showing the necessity for the examination of 


all the transactions of Collectors and other officers 
of the Customs at stated periods, it is but proper 
to state that the discovery of the frauds perpe- 
trated in the Custom-house at Perth Amboy, N. J., 
was first made by an officer of this service specially 
charged with the examination of all transactions 
in regard to marine hospital collections, and the 
detection of certain irregularities in accounting for 
these collections led to the detection of fraud and 
forgery in the time and pay-rolls of employes, and 
finally to the arrest, indictment, and conviction of 
the Collector of the port in the United States Court 
for the District of New-Jersey. To secure a more 
efficient and honest administration of the Customs 
Service throughout the country a consolidation of 
the collection distriets and the abolition of a large 
number of ports, at some of which there are no 
duties collected, and at others where the expenses 
are largely in excess of the receipts, would seem to 
be absolutely necessary.” ; 

In relation to smuggling, the Supervising Special 
Agent says: “Through the activity and vigilance 
of the officers of this service, assisted largely by 
the local Customs officers, smuggling has been con- 
fined to very narrow limits. At the port of New- 
York, where the practice of surreptitiously land- 
ing cigars from Havuna and other lines of steam- 
ers was made a regular business in vears past, it Is 
gratifying to be able to report that during the 
past year this kind of smuggling bas been con- 
fined to the employes of the vessels, who, 
when caught, seldom had in _ their pos- 
session more than a few boxes of cigars. It 
is reported that a system prevails at present 
of having several thousand cigars entered on the 
manifest of each vessel as belonging to its officers 
and crew, or as sea-stores, quantities of which are 
no doubt smuggled ashore, but as the Customs offi- 
cers have been instructed to seize all cigars attempt- 
ed to hedanded by members of the crew or others, 
regardless of the quantity, there is no doubt but 
that this system of petty smuggling will be entirely 
broken up. The seizure on the night of the 3d of 
January last of nearly a ton of opium, valued at 
$26,000, while an attempt was being made to land 
it from the steam-ship City of Tokio, at the 
wharf of the Pacific Mail Steam-ship Company, 
San Francisco, Cal., is the largest and most impor- 
tant case of smuggling discovered during the year. 
In the suit for the condemnation of the opium the

The County of adams, State of Nebraska.—In error 
to the Circuit Court of the United States for the Dis- 
trict of Nebraska.—In this case the court holds that 
asteam grist mill isnot a work of internal improve- 
ment within the meaning of the statute of Ne- 
braska, approved Feb. 15, 1869, which authorizes 
counties, cities, and precincts of organized coun- 
ties "*to issue bondsto aid in the construction of 
apy railroad or other work of internal improve- 
ment.”” The judgment of the court below is 
affirmed, with costs. Opinion by Justice Harlan. 

No. 79—Adward J. Mason, appellant, vs. The 
North-western Mutual Life insurance Company.—

Was an appeal from a decree of the Circuit Court 
foreclosing a mortgage upon certain premises be- 
longing to the appellant in the city of Chicago.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

AN OPINION REGARDING THE DEBTS OF' 
OFFICERS—SURGEON-GENERAL BARNES’S 
TLLNESS. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Surgeon-General 
Barnes has almost wholly recovered from the se 
vere illness with which he has been suffering for 
some time. His trouble was nervous prestration, 
said to be due principally to overexertion during the 
iliness of President Garfield. The slowness of the 
patient in rallying from his prostration occasioned 
the gravest apprehensions for his safety, and his 
household and physicians naturally feel relieved at 
the recent favorable change in his condition. 

Judge-Advocate General Swaim has submitted to 
the Secretary of War an opinion upon the question 
“ whether or not the charge of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, under the sixty- 
first article of war, is properly to be brought 
against officers of the Army who neglect to pay 
just debts incurred by them, and by their manner 
of life and current expenditure fail to ezercise such 
proper economy as might enable them in time to 
save from their salaries amounts sufficient to 
satisfy their creditors in whole or in part.’’ Gen. 
Swaim says that in no case should an officer be 
brought to trial in a matter of indebtedness, unless 


the same was incurred through cheating, false pre- 
tenses, &c., in which case by some statute of the 
United States or of the State, Territory, or Dis- 
trict where the indebtedness was contracted, 
or by the common law, the same wonld 
subject the officer to criminal liability.

THE FRENCH CLAIMS COMMISSION. 

WasuHInGTon, Noy. 20.—The French andé 
American Claims Commission met this morning 
and madealong order limiting the time for pre 
paring cases. The order recites that the commis 
sion will expire on July 1, 1853, and that more thas 
500 cases must be examined and decided by tha 
time.

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AMERICA’S LOST COMMERCE 
TRYING TQ FIND THE . CAUSES 
AND THE REMEDY. 


A BOARDING-HOUSE KEEPER’S PLEA—SUG- 
GESTIONS FROM CiPTAINS—THE PHYSI- 
CAL CONDITION OF SAILORS—A LONG 
ADDRESS BY JOHN ROACH, 


The joint Congressional committee ap- 
pointed to inquire into the decline of American 
shipping continued its investigation in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hote! yesterday, Senator Conger, of Mich- 
izan, in the chair,and Senator Vest, of Missouri, 
and Congressmen Cox, Dingley, Candler, and Robe- 
gon being present. Matthew McElroy, the propri- 
etor of aseamen’s boarding-house at No. 10 Mon- 
roe-street, made a long speech, in which he ex- 
pressed the views of the boarding-house keepers in 
regard to advance wages and kindred subjects. He 
Was very indignant against the men who have made 
accusations before the committee against the 
boarding-house keepers, and threatened, if he lived, 
to prosecute them inacourt of justice. Masters 
end owners of ships, he said, were averse tc the 
law providing for the advance wages, because they 
could secure sailors on the other side of the Atian- 
tic for smaller wages than they are obliged to pay 
here, and their ‘policy was to maltreat seamen 
shipped here and drive them from their ships when 
they reached the other side. The boarding-house 
keepers, Mr. McElroy said, were the only persons 
who would take sailors in and care for them when 
they left tneirships here poor and destitute, and 
all seamen, as a ruie, needed the advance wages to 
pay their honest debts for food and clothing. 

William Nelson, an old ship-owner of this City, 
said that he bad recently made a tour of the world 
for pleasure, and he was net surprised to find al- 
most a totalabsence of the American flag in every 
part of the world. It was hard to find a capitalist 
rhip-owner. ‘**You may pass laws in abundance, 
and you won't get capital interested in ships unless 
you secure it,’ said Mr. Nelson. ‘*I would not loan 
money on a ship. It is impossible to find out 
Whether there is a prior elaim on a ship, as you can 
in the case of real estate.’’ In ali the great ship- 
owning companies, witness said, capital enters 
into the company. In order to induce capi- 
tal to invest in  ship-building here, the 
Witness thought that all laws passed prior 
to 1812 should be remodeled, anc , merchants 
should be allowed to purchase their ships in the 
cheapest market, and place them under the pro- 
tection of the American fiag. The Shipping Com- 
mission bill should be done away with altogether, 
Never until this law was passed did the merchants 
have to pay what {is called *‘blood money.” The 
result was that efficient crews were very seldom 
shipped. The law should extend the Federai pro- 
tection over the subject of pilotage. At present 
the rates for pilotage were exorbitant, and the 
entire business was a sort of piracy. Mr. Nelson 
thought that a law opening the markets of the 
worid for the purchase of ships would promote the 
interests of ship-owners after the tariff was broaght 
down toa proper figare and something had been 
devised to secure capital invested in shipping. 

John B. Hamilton, Surgeon-General of the Ma- 


rine Hospital Service, addressed the committee on |

over the same route again. Surgeon Hamilton 


said that this condition of things was principally | 


due to the fact that advance wages were paid. So 
long as this money can be secured the boarding- 
house men would ship the men, drunk or sober. 
During the last decade, the witness said, over 250,- 
000 sailors had been treated inthe marine hospi- 
tals, and the fund supporting the hospitals was 
nearly self-supporting. The witness favored an 
amendment to the shipping laws requiring every 
sailor cn shipping in an American port to produce 
® certificate of a surgeon to the effect that he was 
na bealthy physical condition within seven days 
of the date of his shipment. 

Capt. Michael J. Daly, who has been a seaman 
for 80 years, sailing from this City and San Fran- 
cisco, said that, having lost his ship by fire, he ex- 
pects now to have to goto Engiand and sail under 
the English flag. He thought it bard that he could 
not go and buy a ship abroad and sail it under the 
flag of his own country. He thought American 
seamen were superior to those of any other 
country, but there were few of them. Outofa 
crew of 25 there was seldom more than fouror 
five Americans. Aniron ship of 1,500 tons could be 
purchased in England for about $60,000. Amer- 
jeans said they could build ships, but nobodv 
would buy them. The witness would like to see 
the extra pay in foreign ports abolished. It de- 
moralized the crews of ships. They wanted to 
leave the ship in foreign ports, and they pur- 
posely made trouble with the officers in order to 
go before tue Consul and force the extra pay out of 
the ship-owpvers. The witness thought that prob- 
ably an eighth of the carrying business done in 
English steamers which sail from this port was 
owned by Americans. An American citizen could 
not own an English ship, but he could hold a mort- 
gage on her to ber tull value; and it was in this 


manner that Americans sailed vessels under for- |! 


eign flags. The reuson that there

American seamen was because there was no Amer- | 


ican shipping to speak of. 

Henry C. Calkens, ex-member of Congress, said 
that the whole question of the sailor matter and of 
taxation was gone over by the Lynch committee 
of Congress 12 years ago, of which he was a mem- 
ber. Hedid not believe it was any more proper 
to bring into this country free of duty materials 
entering into the construction of aship than it 


was to bring into the country an entire ship free of |

He believed 
it was better to keep up the rate of wages in this 
country, even if ship-owners have to pay alittle 
more for the construction of their vessels. 

John Roach delivered a long speech to the com- 

mittee. He said that in the last 10 years he bad 
built ships costing $10,000,000 for foreign trade. He 
had watched and he had not seen one man come 
before this committee and ask for free ships who 
had put one dollar into ships. That fact was sus- 
picious. “I am a ship-builder,” said Mr. Roach, 
‘and I believe in buiiding our ships at home.” 
The tonnage of sailing vessels engaged in the car- 
rying trade to-day, Mr. Roach said, was 14,000,000 
tons, and that of steam vessels 5,000,000 
tons. The 4.000.000 tons of sailing vessels 
could be built in this country more cheaply than 
anywhere else iu the world, and yet America 
did not do the carrying trade. England carried 
more than one-half under her own flag and the 
rest Was distributed among other nations. Of the 
steam tonnage Germany had 1,161,341 tons and 
France only 931,000 tons, Capital was as cheap in 
France as in Great Britain, and both Germany and 
France have tad all the legislation that the free 
ship advocates asked for in this country. They 
bad free trade in iron and in ships, and yet 
they could compete with Great Britain. 
Italy, Germany, 
peaiing the very laws for which people were 
clamoring in this country, because’ they 
raw that they had been fooled by the fallacy 
which was being urged on the committee here. 
Great Britain had control of the ocean. and now 
she said tothe world, “If you want to do any- 
thing on the ocean you must come to my work- 
shop and buy your tools.’’ Her policy, Mr. Roach 
said; was one not of a year, but of a century. She 
had used war, legislation, diplomacy, everything 
within her power to secure the position which 
she held-to-day. In 1854 her steam tonnage 
was only 1,504,554 tons, and to-day it amounted to 
3,000,107 tons. The earnings of this tonnage in 
i854 were $104,000,000; to-day they amounted to 
$306,000,000. She bad made this grand stride by 
employing steam, while the other nations of the 
world had depended en sails. Previous to the in- 
troduction of steam vessels no nation could excel 
the United States on the ocean, but since its intro- 
duction the Nation had never had a defined policy 
either for its merchant marine or its Navy. The 
result had been what statesmanship might have 
foreseen. Great Britain had driven our ships from 
the sea, and they would never return until the same 
enlightened policy upon which England built up 
her immense carrying trade was adopted in this 
country. 

The British Government, Mr. Roach said, paid to 
the companies running steam vessels a large boun- 
ty for carrying the mails, and in addition to thisit 
puaranteed a return of 8 per cent. on the capital 
invested in these companies. That policy made 
Great Britain what she wasas a commercial na- 
tion. In’ proof of his statement the witness sub- 
mitted official copies of British legislation on the 
subject of commerce, and a pamphlet of his own 
in which he traced the history of the rise of British 
and the decline of American commerce. “ I]t is ut- 
terly impossible,”’ he said, ‘for American capital 
to meet the capital of Great Britain in competition, 
on account of the policy which Great Britain has 
pursued. We cannot meet heron the sea with 
our illiberal policy, and it is because we cannot 
meet her there that we find ourselves where we 
are to-day so far as our Own Shipping interests are 
concerned.” 

“Ifthe duty on the material used in building 
ships was removed,’”’ asked Mr. Cox, “could you 
coustruct an iron vesselas cheaply as it can be done 
on the Clyde?” 

*T could not, and if you passed a law to-morrow 
removing the duty Ido not believe that there isa 
single ship-builder in this country who would take 
advantage of it. To transport the material made 
into plates special arrangements would have to be 
made in the ships bringing it, hatchways would 
have to be enlarged, and ‘accommodations made 
for this peculiar kind of freight. It would cost so 
much for freight that when it reached here it would 
be less in value, compared to its quajity, than our 
own iron ore manufactured by our ofa wadrken.

Credit- 
ors who examined into the firm’s affairs yesterday 
state that the assets are very good, and express 
the opinion that the firm will be able to resume 
speedily. At the office of E. J. Dunning, Jr., No. 
63 Wall-street, it was stated in response to in- 
uiries of the reporter in regard to the nctes 
that the firm sold to Mr. Dunning $12,000 of their 
notes about three months ago,ard Mr. Dunning 
gave a contract to pay them for the full amount 
less the usual discount, and a portion of the 
amount had been paid by Mr. Dunning to the firm, 
and he still owed them the balance. When asked 
if the balance yet due was $9,000, as reported in 
the trade, no reply was given. It was further 
stated that Mr. Dunning had sold the notes to the 
banks, and was making arrangements to have 
them paid off. Mr. Dunning nad indorsed some 
of them, and expected to have them all settled 
within a few days. The opinion was expressed 
that the matter would have been arranged without 
the necessity of an assignment had the firm not 
been so hasty. 

Noah Mitchell, manufacturer of jewelry at No. 
694 Broadway, has fuiled, with liabilities estimated 
at upward of $100,000. He has been in business

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ELEVATED RAILROAD SUITS. 
THE TEN PER CENT. CERTIFICATES OF STOCK 
AND THE BATTERY-PLACE DEPOT. 


A motion was heard by Judge Donohue, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, for the con- 
tinuance of the preliminary injunction restraining 
the present Directors of the Metropolitan Elevated 
Railroad Company from issuing certificates of 
stock bearing memoranda of a 10 per cent. dividend 
guaranteed by the Manhattan Railway Company 
under the tripartite agreement or lease made 
between the Manhattan Company and the 
elevated railrgad companies in May, 1879. 
The preliminary injunction was granted on 
Thursday last upon afsupplemental complaint 
in the suit begun in December last by the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company against the New-York and 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Companies, and 
against S. H. Kneeland, Jacob Berry, and other in- 
dividuals. The purpose of tbis action was origi- 
nally to establish the validity of the modified lease, 
to do away withthe 10 per cent. guarantee en- 
tered into by the three corporations on Oct. 22, 
1881, and to restrain the defendants from bringing 


actions on their own account to have that lease de- 
clared null and void. The supplemental complaint 
served on Thursday last makes the present Direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan Company parties defend- 
ant, and deciares that they have not only deter- 
mined to issue certificates of stock bearing ‘the 10 
per cent. guarantee, but have also determined to 
interfere with the use and control by the plaintiff, 
of the rolling stock, &c., of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany. Upon these allegations the preliminary in- 
junction was granted by Judge Donohue. 

At the hearing yesterday Messrs. David Dudley 
Field and William A. Duer appeared for the plain- 
tiff. The Metropolitan Company was represented 
by Charles W. Wetmore, and the individual de- 
fendants by John M. Nash. Mr. Duer opened the 
proceedings by reading the supplemental com- 
plaint, and an affidavit made by Robert M. Galla- 
way, Vice-President of the Manhattan Company, in 
which the allegations as to the intentions 
of the Metropolitan’s Directors were repeated on 
information and belief. Mr. Wetmore, in opposi- 
tion, read an affidavit, in which Sylvester H. Knee- 
land, the President and a Director of the Metro- 
age Company, denied point blank that he and 
iis colleagues had ever intended to do, oreven 
thought of doing, the things the injunction was 
issued to restrain them from doing. Mr. Wet- 
more then presented some legal points in favor of 
vacating the injunction. He urged that the Man- 
battan Company never had a legal existence or the 
right and power to sue; that the former Directors 
of the Metropolitan Company had no authority to 
make the modified lease of Oct. 22, 1881, and the 
agreement of Nov. 14, 1881, and that the prelim- 
inary injunction was improperly granted upon a 
supplemental complaint and an affidavit reciting 
mere apprehensions not shown to have any founda- 
tion in tact. 

In reply to Mr. Wetmore, Mr. David Dudley Field 
handed up a brief designed to prove that although

THE PARK THEATRE FIRE. 
VERDIOT OF THE CORONER’S JURY—THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT CENSURED., 

Coroner Merkle held the inquest yesterday 
in the cases of John Leo and Henry L. Clark, the 
first of whom was burned to death in the Park 
Theatre fire, and the latter of whom died from in- 
juries received at that fire. Officer George D. Shaw 
told about the breaking out of the fire as he saw it, 
and then Manager Henry E. Abbey took the witness 
stand. Mr. Abbey testified that he was not 
present at the breaking out of the fire, but got 
to the spot five minutes later. He did not know 
of any measures that could have prevented 
the fire. There were safeguards, which were all in 
order. Everything was done to prevent disaster. 
The great fauit, Mr. Abbey believed, was the pro- 


scenium walls, which were of inflammable material. 
If the walls had been of brick the result would 
not have been such as it was. Witness never drew 
the attention of the owners to the insecurity of the 
building. If the proscenium walls had been prop- 
erly constructed of brick the damage would not 
have been so great or the fire so rapid. The Building 
Department inspected the building two years ago, 
when witness remodeled the interior of the theatre, 
Leo, he thought, must have been bewildered, or 
he might have been saved. The proscenium walls 
were built of wood. They were stout, but not 
fire-proof. The walls between the auditorium and 
proscenium should have been of brick. If they 
had been so constructed the fire would not have 
gone into the auditorium so quickly. The appara- 
tus for extinguishing tire, Mr. Abbey declared, was 
in good order, and was partly put in use at the 
fire. Regarding the origin of the fire, the manager 
said it might have come from the sida 
lights, although they were all protected by tin. 
The employes understood exactly where ail the 
apparatus for extinguishing fires was, and were in- 
structed what to do in case of an emergency. The 
firemen were supposed to be on duty only during 
performances. After Patrick Byrne bad testified as 
to the finding of Leo’s body, the evidence of House 
Surgeon J. Vanderpoel, Deputy Coroner Messemer, 
and Deputy Coroner Donlan was read as to the 
causes of the deaths of Leo and Clark, and the 
jury then retired. The jurymen were absent about 
half an hour, and returned with the following 
verdict: 

“ We find that John Leocame to his death by injuries 
received at the burning of the Park Theatre ou Oct. 
80, 1882, Tne inspector of the Building Bureau and 
the Fire Commissioners are hereby censure for neg- 
lect of duty in not condemni gthe proscenium walls 
of the said theatre, which were mere wooden parti- 
tions, and should have been of brick or fire-proof ma- 
terial; and we further recommend an immediate in- 
spection of all other places of public amusement in 
this respect.” 

Asimilar verdict was rondered in the case of 
Henry Clark. *

A NEW STEAH-SHIP. 

The new steam-ship Chattahoochee, of the 
Ocean Steam-ship Line, which plies between this 
port and Savannah, was inspected by a number of 
invited guests yesterday afternoon. This is one of 
the trio of sister ships which has recently been 
built tor the Ocean Line, in the yard of John Roach 
& Sons at Chester, Penn. The other two steamers, 
the Tallahassee and the Nacoochee, are now run- 


ning between Savannah and this port, and have 
proved first-class coastwise steam-ships in every re- 
spect. The Chattahoochee’s dimensions are: 
Length, 313 feet; breadth of beam, 40 feet, and 
depth of hold, 2534 feet. Her hull, which 
is of the best American iron, has been built 
in six water-tight compartwents, The engine 
jis compound, with two inverted cylinders 38 and 74 
inches in diameter respectively, and with a piston 
stroke of 54inches. The propeller is of gun metal 
and is 1544 feetin diameter, with a mean pitch of 
2444 feet. The propeller shaft is 1444 inches in 
diameter. There are four main boilers, each of 
which is tubular in shape, with a steel shell. 
Each boiler is provided with three furnaces 
and has been tested to carry a steam pressure of 
100 pounds to the square inch. Itis expected that 
the Chattahoochee will he able to make 1444 Knots 
an hour, and to accomplish the trip from port to 
port in 48 hours. She has six metallic life-boats, 
and ts provided with all of the newest steam ap- 
pliances. Her engine and boilers are surrounded 
by a water-tight ana fire-proof inclosure. The 
saloons, wh‘ch are arranged exactly like those of 
the Tallahassee and the Nacoochee, contain accom- 
modations for 100 passengers. The new vessel is 
sehooner rigged. She will start on her first voy- 
age for Savannah this afternoon at 3 o’clock, un- 
der command of Capt. E. H. Daggett.

It was Republican disaffection that was in 
flood a fortnight ago, and it is becoming 
possible to see in what ways it manifested 
itself. Roughly speaking, there were over 
160,000 voters who may be classed as Repub- 
licans who did not vote at all. These repre- 
sent at least 26 per cent. of the present 
strength of the party. The vote cast for the 
Republican candidate for Chief-Judge ag- 
gregates 407,054, or 65,855 more votes than 
were received by Fotanr. We should regard 
this as being considerably within the num- 
ber of Republicans who voted the Demo- 
cratic Btate ticket this year, for in this City 
there were 9,000 fewer votes cast for Chief- 
Judge than for Governor. But, taking 
70,000 as a very modest estimate 
of the number of Republican de- 
serters, the increase on the Prohibition 
vote of 80,000 in one year needs explana- 
tion. Certainly 20,000 of that total is due 
to Republicans voting for Hopkins as a 
compromise between abstention and the de- 
posit of a Democratic ballot. Here, then, 
are some 240,000 Republican votes, or 42 per 
cent. of what we are entitled to claim as the 
present party strength, held in reserve to 
decide the question of whether or not New- 
York is to rank as a Democratic State. It 
will not be claimed that the men who voted 
for CLEVELAND to rebuke their own 
party management have any special pref- 
erence for Democracy, nor will it 
be asserted that those who staid at 
home this year will not come out 
again when they conceive that their duty to 
the State demands it. The time is propi- 
tious for Republican repentance and reforma- 
tion, but there is no immediate necessity for 
discussing the disbandment of the party any 


more than there is for naming the Cabinet 
of the next Democratic President.

stormy weather. Every one who has had to cross 
Broadway recently has noticed how very much 
easier it is to cross just where the steeet is torn up, 


and where the vehicles are compelled to passin 
single file. 


At several places the steam companies 
left room in the broad thoroughfare for only a sin- 
gle line of vehicles to pass, and those going in op- 


posite directions had to wait for their turn to go 


through. At such points pedestrians find little dif- 
ficulty in getting safely across. It is necessary 
only to watch a few moments for a horse that looks 
as if he will not bite, and then dodge between his 
head and the tail of the truck immediately in front 
ofhim, This is a practical illustration of the utility 
of the London system of establishing “ refuges” at 
certain points in the centre of crowded thorough- 
fares, leaving room for a single line of upward- 
bound venicles on the one side of it and of those 
bound in the opposite direction on the other. No 
matter how full the street may be of vehicles, by this 
plan they are forced into two lines, and pedestri- 
ans have the advantage of having to encounter only 
one column at a time, with a resting-place between 
the two, where he may pause to offer up thanks 
for his safe deliverance.

Cheese-making is one of the oldest industria 
in Switzerland, as shown by the discovery of im- 
plements for the purpose among ruins of “lake 
dwellings” in different parts of that country, these 
dwellings antedating all historical records, 
Down to the present century the indus 
try was confined to the rude methods still 
used in remote and mountainous districts, 
and the modern production dates from tha 
origin of the cultivation of artificial fodder and tha 
system of confining cattle in stables, as recently 
described in this column, this being now the nearly 
invariable practice in the lower valleys and on thi 
plains. These improvements created a great home 
demand and a foreign market as well, and (as the 
American Consul at Gereva euthusiastically and 
rather loosely puts it) “*to-day the better kinds of 
Swiss cheese are as much a product of skill and 
high art as a Swiss watch.” The best and most 
abundant is the Emmenthai, around cheese of 8% 
to 100 centimétres in diameter, 10 to 15 centimétres 
thick, and 50 to 100 kilos in weight; turned 
into our ordinary terms, this is, say 31 te 
40 inches in diameter, 4 to 6 inches thick, 
and 110 to 220 pounds weight. It is of high 
nutritive value, retaining nearly all that is is 
the milk; it is exported nearly everywhere, princi 
pally to Germany, Russia, Italy, and the United 
States, being known here as “‘schweltzer kdse;” 
in Winter it is largely made for France, where i 
takes the place of butter. A smaller cheese is th« 
Gruyere, which {s a ** mi-gras,” or partly skimmed, 
the Emmenthal being “fromage gras,” or un: 
skimmed; other export cheeses are tho Spalen, 
Urseren, Appenzell, and Schnabziger or green 
cheese. Exportations of cheese from Switzerland 
Were 1,323,772 pounds in 1810, 16,180,818 pounds ig 
1860, 87,448,675 pounds in 1870, 47,881,921 pounds iz 
1880, The Consul adds that, notwithstanding somé 
of the Swiss journals have ridiculed a previous 
suggestion from him that Switzerland might b¢ 
made amarket for American beer, cheese, and 
butter, he still believes cheese could come in, 
competing not with the export kinds above named, 
but with the ordinary kinds which are made every* 
where for home use, largely cecupying the place of 
butter anc even of meat; a good American article 
which could be put on market at 150f. per kilo, he 
thinks, would find ready sale. But as the statistics 
he gives make the value of imported and exported 


cheese 180f. and 160f. per 100 kilos, in 1880, the price 
of the high-class kinds above mentioned 35f. to 93f. 
per 50 kilos through the past thirty years, and the 
highest home quotations of Swiss cheeses in Octo 
ber. 1889, from 0.40 to 2.40f. per kilo, it is evident 
there is a hopeless inconsistency in his figures. But 
if his 150f. is read 1.50 the suggested marketable 
price in Switzerland becomes about 13 cents pet 
pound, and looks more yeasonable.

HENRY GEORGE COMBATTING THE 
MALITHUSIAN 1HEORY. 

4 LARGE AUDIENCE APPLAUDING THE LEC- 
TURER’S VIEWS—WANT, MISERY, AND 
VICE THE CREATION OF MAN, NOT OF 
GOD—NOT LAND, BUT ITS REVENUE, 
TO BE DIVIDED. 


“, An appreciative audience assembled in 
Phickering Hall tast evening to hsten to a lecture 
by Henry George on “The Malthusian Theory.” 
The lecture occupied nearly two hours, and the 
speaker was freauently interrupted by applause. 
Prof. Felix Adier andthe Rev. Mr. Newton sat on 
the platform with Mr. George, who was intro- 
daced by the latter in a very complimentary 
epeech. In selecting the Malthusian theory for 
the subject of his lecture the speaker ssid that 
he had not chosen a theme of purely speculative 
interest. The theory is the corner-stone of the 
‘system of political economy, and a great theory 
on such a subject is a vital power for good or evil 
In the world. Mr. George explained the Malthu- 
sian theory as assuming that want and misery, 
poverty and vice spring from the tendency 
of the population of the world to in- 
crease more rapidly than the meaus to 
subsist them are increased by nature. The 
‘“ Essay on Population,’ by Malthus, was an at, 
jtempt to answer William Godwin’s “ Political Jus- 
itice,” in which the: u horhad called for a reforma- 
‘tton of social and pcl.tical institutions on the basis 
of equality for all men. Malthus tried to show 
that the evils of crime and misery and want were 
not due to any social or political! institution of the 
day, but that tiey were the natural result of the 
instiact to increase population and the refusal of 


nature to increase the means of snbsistence 
in a corresponding ratio. Malthus as- 
sumed that nature carried off the  inter- 
lopers, who constituted the redundant population, 
by emplosing hunger and pestilence, war and 
crime, prostitution and disease. He pro oundeda 
theory by which those who were Jivingin luxury 
While their fellow-men were starving could shift 
the responsibility from themselves to their Creator, 
ond he was at once hailed by this class as the dis- 
coverer of ax reat law. Even the enfferings of the 
poorer classes have tended to give strength and 
popularity to this theory. Men who can find no 
ework after looking for it day after day are apt to 
thing and to say that there are too many people in 
the world, and in this manner the Multhusian the- 
ory has come to be accepted very largely by that 
class of people to whom it is an insult, 

** All our deepest feelings,” Mr. George said, “‘re- 
be} against this outrageous theory, and I deny that 
there is the least foundation for it. It is blasphemy 
to suppose that the Creator has imposed such ter- 
rible conditions on the human race. If it be true 
that tbe pressure of popuiation against the means 
of subsistence is responsibie for the vice and miis- 
ery ot the world, then it is our duty in this country 
for self-protection, not merely to prohibit immigra- 
tion, but to gofurther. Itis the duty of England, 
not merely to stimulate emigration, but to go fur- 
ther still.

Surely 
such a course would be better than to leave them 
to be dealt with by such agents as pestilence and 
disease, vice and misery.” The lecturer asserted 
that it was not true that population is always tend-

If it were true, howis it that after the thousands of 
‘years that man has been on the globe the earth is 
50 thinly populated ? The inhabitants of the earth to- 
day. if brought together, wou!d not cover one-thou- 
sandth part ofitssuriace. The history of the past, as 
‘far back as we can penetrate, shows that the de- 
‘crease of population has been as common as its in- 
lerease. It is true that the European race has 
greatiy increased for:ome time past, but in other 
parts of the world the population has decreased. 
What is clear is, that population has ebbed and it 
his flowed, thut its centre has changed like the 
centre of a storm, but there is nothing to show 4@ 
continuous increase, or even an aggregate increase 
of the population of the world. The facts 
in the case are al] against the Malthusian theory, 
which essumed that population increased in a 
geometrica! ratio, while subsisterce increased only 
§n an arithmetical ratio. Mr. George referred to 
Treland, which, he said, has been pointed to by 
political economists for years as an evidence of 
the traih of the Multhusian theory, The world has 
teen told that the country is too poor to support 
her large and constantly increasing population, 
Mr. George, in his travels over the country, found 
itto be verv sparsely a everywhere ex- 
cept in the rocks and in the hills, and the trouble 
there is not over-popuiation, but bad laws and bad 
social arrangements. ‘* Asin Ireland, so inali the 
world,” said the lecturer. ‘*The facts do not sus- 
tain the doctrine, nor will analogy sustain it.” — 

The fact that in the animal and vegetable king- 
floms reproduction does beat. against the means of 
subsistence, does not prove that the same thing is 
true of man. Animals take what they find for food, 
depending solely on the provision which nature 
makes forthem. Man can produce food for him- 
self, and multiply the productions of nature. The 
fact that vegetables and animals reproduce by mil- 
lions proves the reverse of the Malthusian theory, 
for these are man’s means of subsistence, and na- 
ture produces them in most generous quantifies. 
It is trne that the fertility of land can be destroyed, 
and this is being done in this country to a great ex- 
tent, but it is not necessary to doit. It arises from 
an improper distribution of population and 
a false system of agriculture. But though there 
may be a diminishing productiveness, it can, after 
all, be only relative, and taking the glohe as a 
whole, it is impossible that the forces of nature can 
De diminished by man. What is taken from one 
part of the earth’s surface goes to another, and 
the moment it is taken, it is on its way to return 
again. Nothing can be lessened by man, and 
nothing can be taken away. The truth is that the 
law of population involves just such beautiful 
adaptations as are to be found in other natural 
laws. Itisonly when man is held down to an 
pnimal existence that the greatest rate of repro- 
duction is found, and the rate decreases as he 
rises to a higher plane. 

The fact that as population grows dire poverty 
Increzeses, and that in the centre of civilization like 
this City so many can get only a bare existence, 
while others can get nothing, Mr. George said, is 
not the fault of the agencies which produce wealtn 
or the increase of the human race, but it is due to 
the agencies which govern the distribution of 
wealth. It is not the fault of God, it is the fault of 
man. Suppose a wealthy man should spread a rich 
table and invite everybody to a feast. He pro- 
wyides plenty for all, and asks all freely. Now 
suppose those who get to the feast first 
turn up all the chairs and claim everything 
for themselves when the others come there will be 
a scramble and a fieht. Some will be kept near 
the doors, and others will be kept out altogether. 
And then, after al] this, suppose they turn eround 
and throw the whole blame onthe giver of the 
teast, asserting that he did not provide enough. 
‘Would not that be absurd and wicked’ Here we 
have @ parallel case. Here we are at a table 
eternally spread with enough, and more than 
jenough, for all. Here it is, in tuis rich table, the 
jearth, and all we have to do is to stretch forth our 
thand and take it in work. Now, what’ have we 
\done? We have simply made what the giver of 
the feast provided for all his children—the 
Jand—the private property of a few men, and this 
is the true cause of vice and misery and want and 
poverty. There is a vacant lot on Park-row, on 
which a building stood which was destroyed by fire 
last Winter. The owner wants $900,000 for it. 
That is to say, this citizen of New-York can draw 
from the labor of other citizens, for that is what it 
means, an income that when capiialized will 
bmount to $900,000. Hecan livein luxury and do

population. In this law he found a solution of the 
difficulties of the problem which the Malthusian 
theory failed to solve. It is impracticable to ai- 
vide the land now held by individuals and dis- 
tribute it around, but it is practicable to divide the 
revenue received from it, and when this is done, as 
the speaker believed it would be done before the 
close of the century, a foundation of social 
equality would be laid upon which a grand struc- 
ture 2ould be reared.

OBITUARY, 


COL. MILTON COGSWELL. 

Col. Milton Cogswell, the Deputy Governor 
of. the Soldiers’ Home at Washington, died sud- 
denly of apoplexy in that institution yesterday 
morning. Col. Cogswell was born in Indiana abort 
the year 1828. He entered the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in 1845 and was egrad- 


uated in 1849, when he was appointed brevet Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in the Fourth United States In- 
fantry. He was promoted to bea Second Lieuten- 
ant the same year, and served in garrison at Sack- 
ett's Harbor, N. Y. In 1850 be was assigned 
to duty on the frontier, was afterward recaiied and 
detailed as Assistant Professor of Mathematics at 
West Point, where he remained until 1856, having 
in the meantime been made a First Lieutenant. 
When the war broke out, Col. Cogswell went into 
active service with his regiment, and in May, 1861, 
Was promoted to the rank of Captain. In July, 
1861, he was made Colone! of the Forty-Second 
New-York Volunteers, and at the battle of Ball’s 
Bluff was eaptured by the Confederates and incar- 
cerated in Libby Prison, until exchanged. For gal- 
lant and meritorious services at the time of his cap- 
ture, he was brevetted Major. He resigned his 
Yolunteer commission in 1863, and was placed in 
command of his former regiment, the Eighth In- 
Tuniry. In the last Richmond campaign, Col. 
Cogswell served as Paymaster-General of the 
Ninth Army Corps, and was brevetted Lieuten- 
aniecolonel on July 30, 1864, for gallant 
and meritorious services before Petersburg. He was 
mae a Major in 1864, and was brevetted Colonel 
iu 1865 for gallant and meritorious services during 
the rebellion. At the close of the war he was as- 
signed to garrison duty at Baitimore, and after- 
ward served as Acting Judge-Advocate of the De- 
partment of North Carolina. He alsoserved as As- 
sistant Commissioner of Musters and Assistant 
Commissioner of the Freedmen’s Bureau in the 
same State. In 1868 he was made Provisional 
Mayor of Charleston from March to July, and was 
placed in charge of civil affairs at Sumnerville, S. 
C.. the same year. He afterware performed va- 
rious duties in the South and on the Western fron- 
tier until 1871, when he retired from active service 
ns of disability contracted in the line of 
uty.

THE EARL OF HARROWBY. 

A dispatch from London announces the 
death, yesterday, of the Right Hon. Dudley Ryder, 
K. G., Earl of Harrowby, at the age of 84 years. 
The deceased nob eman was the eldest son of the 
date Earl of Harrowby. He was educated at Christ 
Church, Oxford, wheie he was graduated in 1820. 


| The year previous he was returfed to the.House of 


Commons as one of the members from Tiverton, 
which he represented til! 1830, and sat tor Liverpool 
from 1831 to 1847. During the early part of Earl 
Grey’s administration he was Secretary to the India 
Board, and was appointed Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster under Lord Palmerston’s first admin- 
istration, in 1855.

THE REV. EDWARD HAWKINS. 

The death of the Rev. Elward Hawkins, D.

He was the eldest brother 
of Carson H. Hawkins, the eminent London sur- 
geon and writer on medical subjects, anda son of 
the late Rev. Edward Hawkins. He was educated

lege offices with ability. was, in 1828, 
chosen Provost of the same institution, to which 
office a canonry in Rochester Cathedral and the 
Rectory of Purleigh, Essex, are attuched. In 1847 
he was appointed Dean Ireland’s Professor of the 
Exegesis of Holy Scripture at Oxford, and resigned 
the postin 1861. Dr. Hawkins was the author of 
the *‘Bampton Lectures,”’ of * Discourses on the 
Historica! Scriptures of the Old Testament,” and 
of a number of volumes of sermons. He also 
edited “ Milton’s Poetical Works, with Notes.”

Mr. Edward Jones, who was the brother of 
Mr. George Jones, of THE New York Trves, died 
at his late residence in the city of Rochester, N. Y., 
yesterday, after a lingering illness.

MARK TWAIN'S BAHOMETER, 
Irom the Philadelphia Press. 

Somebody was asking a Hartford man how 
it happened that Mark Twain wrote and published 
so little nowadays. ‘*He writes as much as ever,” 
was the reply, “ but his barometer is out of order, 
and he does not know what to publish; so he pub- 
lishes nothing.” 

“ Whatin the world has his barometer to do 
with his literary activity?’ 

‘*His barometer isa man-servant named Jacob, 
who is remarkable for his deficient sense of humor. 
Mark never can judge of the merit of his own per- 


formances. Years ago he fell into the habit of 
testing everything that he wrote by observing its 
effect upon Jacob. If Jacob listened to the read- 
ing of tue article, jest, or story with unmoved 
countenance, or merely smiled in a perfunctory 
way, Mark was satisfied and sent the manuscript 
to the printer. Butif Jacob laughed outright, or 
gave any other indication of genuine merriment, 
the humorist concluded that the stuff was hopeless 
and withheld it from publication. He regarded 
Jacob as infallible, and came to levn upon his 
judgment. 

“About three years ago, it appears, Jacoblearned 
for the first time from some outsider that his mas- 
ter was a professional humorist. He felt greatiy 
honored that he should have been chosen habitu- 
ally to enjoy the first freshness of every new pro- 
duction of genius. He did not exactly understand 
wuy he should have been thus chosen, but feltina 
vague Way that a great humorist must need sym- 
pathy and appreciation, and must naturally look 
for it to the fellow-being nearest at hand. He 
also felt that he had perhaps failed to be at all 
times sufficiently appreciative. So Jacob kept his 
diseovery to himself as far as his master was con- 
cerned, and resolved to be as appreeiative in the 
future as anybody could desire. , 

** One day Mark called Jacob in and read hima 
sketch entitled ‘The Cow and the Lightning-rod 
Man.” In composing it Mark had flattered himself 
that he had struck a pretty fine streak. To his 
amazement Jacob put back his head and roared, 
With a half suppressed ejaculation Mark dashed 
the manuscript into the waste-basket. Then Mark 
waited six weeks or two months to collect his 
forces (for he is never precipitate in anything he 
does,) and achieved a romance called ‘Howl 
Bo inced the Baby.” He summoned Jacob and 
watched his face with obvious anxiety as he read 
the touching narrative. Jacob’s mirth was painful 
to observe. Mark tore up the story and then tore 
his hair. 

“Two or three experiments of this sort, with un- 
varying results, persuaded Mark Twain that the 
malaria, which he has been dreading ever since it 
began to creep up the Connecticut Valley, had 
reached him at last and destroyed his powers of 
usefulness. He fell into a settled melancholy. His 
friend, the Rev. Mr. Twichell, tried in vain to cheer 
him up. ‘Perhaps,’ suggested Twichell, ‘your man 
has really cuitivated a sense of humor, so that you 
must no longer judge by opposites.’ Mark shook 
his head, and borrowed a voiume of Jonathan Ed- 
wards’s sermons from his friend’s library. He 
copied out along passage from the discourse on 
eternal punishment, and palmed it off on Jacob as 
his own latest effort. For the first time in history, 
the gloomy pericds provoked peals of laughter, 
Jasob held his sides, and shook all over. Then he 
suddenly stopped, his countenance became blank, 
turned pale. and he incontinently fled. He had 
seon murder in his master’s eve. 

“ That,’ said the Hartford man, in conclusion, 
“is why Meck Twain does not write. He hung his 
reputation as a humorist upen his barometer, and 
his burometer no longer works.”

AMUSEMENTS. 


MR. WYNDHAM IN “BRIGHTON.” 

The merriment was very genuine on the 
stage of the Union-Square Theatre last night, and 
the audience which filled the theatre enjoyed all 
fhe heaithful and inspiring benefits of laughter. 
**Brighton,” the play that was acted by Mr. Wynd- 
ham and his comrany, is a British version of Mr. 
Brenson Howard’s “ Saratoga,”’ a lively and skill- 
ful farce, which was extremely popular at 
the old Fifth-Avenue Theatre many years 
ago. It is, indeed, 14 years grince Mr. 
Howard gave “* Saratoga” to the stage; and he has 
gone far enough forward to give us at this daya 
drama as fine and real as ‘‘ Young Mistress Win- 
throp.” Tho farce is as good in its manner as the 
drama is in a higher. manner; together they rep- 
resent extremes of talent, and especially of 
Mr. Howard's talent. In adapting “ Saratoga” 
for use in London Mr. Wyndham—who is, 
it is perfectly apparent, one of the most 
masterly of stage directors—has retained all 
that is bright, sparkling, and forcibie in the 
American play. The changes which have been 
made in it are essentially slight, though 
Mr. Wyndham has handled his matter in its de- 
tails with independence. There are few farces of 
its class so entirely amusing, unflagging, and unob- 
jectionabie as “ Brighton” is, and the whole piece 
has the humor and the unblunted point of a 
spirited joke. No hint of sentiment or morality 
adds a false seriousness to this whirl and frolic of 
intrigue. 

The piece was delightfully carried through by 
the actors. The performance was, in fact, a bril- 
liant illustration of esprit de corps among players. 
Their acting was a species of continuous reacting. 
No sense of effort or strain was felt in their man- 
ner. Itis true that they were dealing with frivol- 
ity. But all persons, one may remember, 
do not deal gracefully or naturally with 
frivolity. Mr. Wyndham’s actors present 
farce with rare expertness. They should be con- 
sidered, rightly, in a body—not individually. Noth- 
ing could be better than the sustained vivacity 
with which they performed into each other’s hands. 
Their constant, varied movement showed all the 
harmonious effectiveness of drilled work. No 
very marked individual strength was noticed inthe 
performance outside of Mr. Wyndham, who 
is a comedian of peculiar force. It is 
rather liveliness of manner than charm 
or nimbleness of humor which makes Mr. 
Wyndham particularly interesting in a character 
like Bob Sackett. He lacks, as we have pointed 
out before, the grace and the buoyancy of actual 
light comedians like Mathews, Sothern, and Wal- 
lack. His humor is dry and, at moments, hard. He 
is not byany means an entirely spontaneous and 
unforeed player, But the genuineness of his humor 
ic beyond question, and his acting is a sort of per- 
petual motion. His spirit of fun is prodigious. 
His resources appear to be unbounded. He con- 
trols his voice and face with unusual skill, and 
thus produces unexpected and comical contrasts 
of manner and expression. If he is not precisely 
a brilliant comedian, he is certainly a comedian 
who has turned liveliness into a fine art, and his 
actors assist him with an energy which is almost 
as direct as his own. 5 

‘* Brighton” will be repeated until the end of this 
week. Mr. Wyndham’s very successful engage- 
ment will uhen be closed, although play-goers will 
be too grateful if, in the course of the season, he 
shall return to our City. The twelfth regular sea- 
son at the Union-Square Theatre will open next 
week. “The Rantzaus” is the first piece to 
be produced, and it will be performed by 
Mr. Palmer's regular company. The chief parts 
in ‘** The Rantzaus” will be acted by Mr. John Par- 
selle, Mr. J. L. Stoddart, Mr. F. De Belleville, Mr.

A FAITHLESS WOMAN MURDERED, 
vismwncliiasio. 
A LABORER’S WIFE SHOT BY HER PARAMOUR, 
WHO THEN SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Francesca Robestia, or Romano, a somewhat 
comely Italian woman, said by some to be 23 years 
old, and by others to be several years oider, was 
shot yesterday and instantly killed at No. $0 Baxter 
street, rear, by her reputed cousin, Giuseppe Pal 
leta, a stone mason, 35 years old, who shot himself 
in the head and inflicted a fatal wound. The wom- 
an and her murderer were Neapelitans. She came 
to America six years ago, and married, in 1878, 
Domenico Romano, an Italian of middle age, who 
is employed as a laborer by a steam-heating com- 
pany. They had two children, and lived with Fran- 
cesca’s sister, at No. 61 Mulberry-street. Their re- 
lations were pleasant, but neighbors say that Fran- 
cesca sneered at ber husband as an old man. 
He maintained yesterday that he never sus- 
peeted that his wife was other than 
faithful, but there is ample proof that 


she was intimate with Giuseppe, who, it is sup- 
posed,'took her life because she failed to carry out 
an agreement to rob her husband and elope with 
him. Giuseppe six months ago hired a misera- 
ble room, about seven feet square, scantily fur- 
nished, on the third floor of the house in which he 
took Francesca’s life. She began to visit him there 
immediately and her identity was not revealed un- 
til about six weeks ago, when she had a baby in 
her arms and aperson in the house recognized 
her. The fact was not reported to Domen- 
ico. Giuseppe is spoken of as a _ shiftless 
fellow. Yesterday Francesca visited him at 11 
o'clock. An hour later two pistol-shots were heard, 
but no investigation was made until the land- 
lord’s agest, William Patton, arrived. He pro- 
ceeded to Palleta’s room. accompanied by a num- 
ber of persons living in the house, and could not 
open the door until he had pushed aside Giuseppe’s 
body, which lay close to it inside the room. The 
floor was covered with blood, and the woman lay 
dead, skot through the head, beyond the man, 
who was moaning. Her face wore an expres- 
sion of ageny, and her hands were clasped. 
The Police were sent for. The Surgeon said that 
pes cg “a would die, but he took him to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital. 

Domenico Romano was told of the tragedy while 
he was at work in an excavation in Broadway. He 
went immediately to his home and found his chil- 
dren in the charge of Francesca’s sister. His apart- 
ment was locked, and he forced open the door and 
made a search for his and his wife’s property. He 
discovered that his wife had carried away her jew- 
elry and his savings amounting to $155. He then 
went tothe Sixth Precinct Station-house and was 
examined through an interpreter. He was anpar- 
ently totally unconcerned about his wife, and de- 
clared that she intended to abandon him and their 
children and run away with Giuseppe. He thought 
that they were to have gone away together yester- 
day, but that at the last moment her motherly in- 
stinct was so strong that she begged Palleta to 
allow her to go back to her children, and that he 
in a moment of rage shot her and attempted to de- 
stroy himself. Domenico thrust himself through 
the crowds in the yard and on the staircase, and 
took a loek at his wife’s body. He was not moved, 
and when Sergt. Thompson, of the Sixth Precinct, 
who accompanied him, asked, ‘* Are you going to 
bury her?’ Domenico replied, shrugging his 
shoulders, ‘** No, no; me have children; got to take 
care of them."’ Domenico denied that, as faras 
he knew, Palleta was his wife’s cousin, and said 
she made his acquaintance a year and a half ago 
at No. 40 Mulberry-street. 

Relatives of Francesca employed an undertaker 
to remove her body last night, and it will not be 
buried on Hart’s Island. When her clothes were 
searched, neither the jewelry nor che money 
missed by her husband were found. Capt. 
Petty said last night that he had employed 
an interpreter to go over the case thoroughly 
and had discovered nothing that upset the theory 
that Guiseppe killed the woman because she de- 
clined to elope with him. It is supposed that the 
money and jewelry missed by Domenico Romano 
are secreted somewhere. Guiseppe died just be- 
fore 10 o’clock at St. Vincent’s Hospital.

A CHAIR MANUFACTORY BURNED. 
eceeecieesoedl 
EXUITEMENT IN A TENEMENT DISTRICT— 
LOSsES ABOUT $64,000. 


Fire last night destroyed the double four- 
story brick factory Nos. 206 and 208 East Forty- 
first-street, occupied by Martin Herz, maker of 
chair-bottoms and veneers, and C. H. Colby, chair 
manufacturer. The losses are about $64,000. The 
place was closed at 6 o'clock, and half an hour 
later employers and employed had left the factory. 
At 6:40 o’clock smoke camo from the basement, 
and soon thereafter alarms were transmitted 
and 11 engines and 5 hook and ladder companies 
were on the ground under the command of Chief 
Eli Bates. Capt. Ryan, of the Twenty-first Pre- 
cinet, was at the fire with his reserves 
and those of the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Precincts. The factory was in a _ tenement- 


house neighborhood, to which thousands were hur- 
rying, and Third-avenue, at the time the fire broke 
broke out, was crowded with persons intent on 
reaching their homes, and the horse cars were 
packed. The fire lines and engines blocked all! 
surface traftico on the avenue for an hour, but the 
elevated railroad traffic was not interrupted. Be- 
fore the Police could arrive and form  bar- 
riers hundreds rushed to their homes in 
the vicinity of the burning factory and 
endeavored to remove their property. 
When the Police had organized, all moving was 
stopped and the crowds were driven back. The 
factory, which hada frontage of 40 feet and a 
depth of 90 teet, formed an Lin the rear of Nos. 
210 and 212 East Forty-first-street, was on fire from 
cellar to roof in 10 minutes, and burned fiercely 
until its interior and contents were entirely con- 
sumed. So intense was the heat that the tenement- 
houses opposite, Nos. 207 to 213 had to be constant- 
ly drenched to prevent them from catching fire, 
and fireraen played water on the rearof Nos. 207 
and 209 East Fortieth-street. During the fire a 
three-story house in the rear of No. 214 East Forty- 
first-street caught fire and was partly consumed. 
Nos. 210 and 212 East Forty-first-street were on fire 
in the rear several times and were much damaged. 
The fire sank at 7:30 o’clock, when all that was in- 
flammable in the factory had been consumed and 
nothing remained but the walls, which stood 
plumb... The losses are estimated as follows: Mr. 
M. Her¥had a large order for Europe. and the sec- 
ond, third, and fourth floors and the basement 
were packed with materials manufactured 
and in course of manutacture. He says 
his loss is $40,000 and his insurances are 
about $8,000. Mr. C. H. Colby loses $10,000, and is 
insured for $3,000. The building, owned by Mr. R. 
E. Dietz, was damaged $10,000, and was fully 
insured. Damageto the amount of $1,000 was done 
to Nos. 210 and 212 East Forty-first-street, owned 
by James Fielding. The occupants, W. Reid and 
Hugh Kiernan, lost about $1,500, and are partly 
insured. About $1,000 damage was done by fire 
and water in the front and rear buildings at No. 
214 East Forty-first-street, owned by F. Pesgen. 
An estimate of $500 will cover minor losses out- 
side of the buildings mentioned. These estimates 
give an aggregate loss of $64,000. Mr. Herz was 
purned out in East Twenty-second-street in 1880, 
and transferred his manufactory to Yonkers. Last 
February he moved to East Forty-first-street. 
He employed about 50 hands. It is sup- 
posed that the fire started among rubbish in the 
boiler-room in the basemet. In going to the fire on 
the tender of Engine No. 16, Edward Scannel was 
thrown from the driver’s box at Thirty-second- 
street and Second-avenue by the axle breaking. 
At Bellevue Hespital it was discovered that his 
back was severely bruised ard that he had received

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THE BULLS UTTERLY ROUTED DESPITE JAY 
GOULD’S PROMISES AND WORK. 

Mr. Jay Gould has spent much of his time 
and energy lately in, propnesying brighter times 
for Wall-street. When the brokers left their offices 
on Saturday it was with the assurance from Gould 
that the bears had been routed for good, and that 
Monday morning would be marked by tbe opening 
of a bull campaign, which was certain to take 
prices up with a rush all along the list. But there 
was something wrong somewhere. All day long 
there was unusual turmoil and excitement on the 
floor of the Stock Exchange. The bulls fought 
vigorously all day long, but their work was all in 
vain. Onall sides thcy were beaten back and 
worsted. The bears were combined and enthusi- 


astic. Addison Cammack, their leader, went upon 
the floor of the Exchange—something he never 
does save on extraordinary oce sions. Prices 
went down pell mel! on prominent .tocks, making 
an average drop of from 1 to 2 per cent., while in 
some cases a half-dozen points were knocked off 
easily. Lackawanna, Jersey Central, Reading, and 
the remainder of the coal stocks were raided on 
gleomy stories of the condition of the iron mar- 
ket. The extremely low rates at which steel rails 
have been sold in !arge lots within the past fort- 
night and the closing of iron-works in Chicago, 
St. Louis, and elsewhere were quoted as arcu- 
ments going to prove that the outlook was very 
poor for railroad earnings in the immediate future. 
It was alleged that William H. Vanderbilt had just 
closed a contract for 25,000 tons of steel rails at 
$40 per ton, having not long ago been refused the 
same or similar rails at $45 a ton. 

The stocks against which these statements were 
directed showed plainly their sensitiveness and 
prices dropped. The strongest card the bears 
piayed, however, was the railway war begun in 
the North-west. The bulls quoted Pool Commis- 
sioner Fink as saying that there was no such war, 
or at least no war which was likely to assume seri 
ous proportions. The bears retorted that Mr, 
Fink had no _ means of knowledge in the 
matter at all. The belligerent roads. it 
was pointed out, were not under Commis- 
sioner Fink’s supervision, and it was hardly hkely 
that he would be taken into their confidence. 
It was consequently no very hard task for Mr 
Cammack and his lieutenants to drive down prices 
at their own pleasure. Gould worked hard all 
day long. The Exchange was crowded with his 
men vai ly doing their utmost to stem the tide. 
Again and again it was explained that Gould had 
struck hands with Vanderbilt, and that plans had 
been agreed upon which were to be put into im- 
mediate effect and prices rapidly advanced. They 
had determined to stop the railroad war right 
away, &oc.; but the brokers generally smiied and 
continued tosell. Gould directed his special at- 
tention to sustaining Western Union. No de- 
cided raids were made on that stock, 
but its weakness was shown plainly, and 
it broke badly, despite Gould’s most strenuous ef- 
forts to hold it firm. At the close the Vanderbilt 
stocks joined in the downward movement, though 
every endeavor had been madethroughout the day 
to make them prominent for strength. Union Pa- 
cific was knocked down on the discovery of the 
fact that Mr. Arnold Leo, of the banking and 
brokerage house ot Arnold Leo & Co., No. 58 Ex- 
change-place, bad determined to inatitute legal 
proceedings to prevent the issue of the $5,000,000 
collateral trust bones, which the Directors of the 
Union Pacitic Company have arranged to place 
upon the market. He served notice yesterday 
upon the Directors and officers of the company, in- 
cluding the Government Directors and the bank- 
ing firm which has arranged to negotiate the bonds, 
that he was advised the bonds could not be legally 
issued. As a bond and stockholder, he declared, 
he would be injured by such an issue, and he 
stated his intention to hold personally responsible 
each and all of the persons upon whom his notice 
was served. 

At the Windsor Hotel last night there was an 
unusually large gathering of Wall-street men. The 
bears were out in force, with their enthusiasm 
seemingly unchecked. Russell Sage ventured into 
the corridors of the hotel about 9 o’clock; Le re- 
peated some of Mr. Gould’s stories and then 
solemnly retired.

DEATH OF DETECTIVE FARLEY. 

Ex-Central Office Detective Philip Farley 
died last night at his home No. 19 Prince-street o 
cancer of the stomach. He was born in March, 
1826, and was a member of what is known as the 
old Police force, and, espousing Fernando Wood's 
cause, fell with him, to be reappointed on the new 
Police force on the 25th of January, 1858. Singu- 
larly enough, he resigned on the same day in 1875 
to escape going on patrol duty, he having been 
transferred from the detective force. Farley 
became a Central Office * detectiye some 
time after his reappointment, and although 
the late John A. Kennedy disliked and mistrusted 


him, yet he was such a competent officer that he 
was always chosen by him to do the best work. 
Had Farley’s methods been less perilous and more 
honest he would never have left Police 
Head-quarters, and would have risen from the 
ranks. He was one of the keenest detectives on the 
force, and had remarkably good judgment. But he 
was intent on making money at al] hazards, and 
in amassing a fortune by methods that were 
considered legitimate in the days of Capts. Young, 
Kelso, and Irving. He was implicated in many 
affairs that became public’ scandals, fore- 
most among them being the case of 
George McDonnell, the Bank of England forger. 
Farley knew more first-class criminals than any 
detective in America and turned his knowledge 
into money or built up a reputation 
for sagacity, as he chose. In _ gamblers’ 
parlance, he was always “playing both ends 
against the middle,” that is to say, he turned the 
quarrels of first-class rascals to his own ad- 
vantage. He was_ associated with other 
detectives in every important case from 1863 
to the time he resigned, and when it suited his in- 
terests he did excellent detective work. Farley at 
the close of his career as a detective planned 
to publish his knowledge of criminals and 
spent much money iu preparing, through an aman- 
uensis, the work ‘*The Criminals of Ameriea.”” His 
amanuensis betrayed and cheated him, and 
the book was published in such an incom- 
plete form as to be valueless as & Work 
of criminal reference. When Farley resigned he 
was appointed an Excise Inspector. He had many 
friends among the Catholicclergy. At one time Far- 
ley was said to be worth $150,000, but he lost 
money by his book, was ‘‘ bled” when he 
could not retaliate officially, and speculated rashly. 
He owned the house he died in, and it is thought 
that he possessed, when he diea, about $35,000. 
He had for many years been on unfriendly terms 
with the majority of the Central Office detectives.

WEMOCRATIC ALDERMEN 1GNORING 
DECENCY AND RULES. 

AN, EXTRAORDINARY 8CENE AT THE MEET- 
ING OF THE BOARD OF CANVASSERS— 
REPUBLICANS FOILED IN ATTEMPTING 
TO OBTAIN JUSTICE FOR MR. SPRAGUE. 

Yesterday was a field-day for the Democratic 
members of the Board of County Canvassers, who 
rode roughshod over the Republican minority, and 

did what they could to assist Thales S. Bliss to sub- 

’ ptantiate bis claim to be elected to the Assembly in 

the Thirteenth District over Henry L. Sprague, the 

Republican candidate for Assembly in that district, 

who has been counted out. At times during the 

day the Common Council Chamber presented 

a disgraceful scene. The Democratic Aldermen 

paid no attention to the rules of the board, and 

even went so far as virtually to make a final 
declaration of the vote in the Fourteenth Election 

District of the Thirteenth Assembly District, de- 

spite the protests of the Republicans. The canvass 

of the Thirteenth District was made on Friday 
fast. At that time Mr. Bliss handed in a protest, 
declaring that in the Twenty-seventh Elec- 
tion District of that Assembly district the 
returns had been held back and falsified; 
that by these falsified returns Mr. Sprague 
had been given a majority in the election 
district, and that, in reality, Mr. Bliss had a major- 
ity there. The Democratic Aldermen decided, 
against the opposition of the Republicans, to send 


for the Inspectors and Poll Clerks of the Twenty- 
seventh Election District and investigute these 
charges, although they admitted that the board 
bad ‘no power to go behind the returns. This 
action was taken in order to get testimony for Mr. 
Bliss’s use in case he should need to make a con- 
test befure the Legislature. A few moments after 
the Bliss. protest had been acted upon, Mir. 
Sprague entered a protest against the re- 
turms from the Fourteenth Election District 
of the Thirteenth Assem!ly District. The Alder- 
men’s returns gave Bliss 173 votes, and Sprague 120 
votes in this ¢leetion district. Mr. Sprague ciaimed 
that the vote had been transposed, and that he re- 
veived 173 votes in that district, against 120 for his 
opponent. The Republican Aldermen asked that 
the same course be taken with Mr. Sprague’s pro- 
test as with that of Mr. Bliss. The Democrats 
Were, however, unwilling to investigate the charges 
of the Republican candidate, and, entirely ignor- 
ing their action in the Bliss case, voted to a 
man not to send for the Inspectors and 
Poll Clerks. The reason for ihis_ display 
of partisanship was found in the fact thatif Mr. 
Bliss was giver the 173 votes in the Fourteenth 
District he would be elected in the Assembly dis- 
trict by a majority of 90, while if Mr. Sprague was 
ziven these votes he wouid be elected Assembly- 
Man by 16 majority. Under such circumstances 
no true Democratic Alderman could be expected 
to pay any atiertion to honesty and fair dealing, 
and, of course. they votedto give Mr. Sprague’s 
yore to his opponent. 

When the Board of Canvassers met yesterday to 
begin the canvass of the Nineteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict, only two Democrats—Chairman Kirk and Al- 
Qerman Levy—-were present—while all the Repub- 
licans were on hand except Alderman Waite. Tak- 
ing a ivaptage of this opportunity, Alde.:man Mc- 
Dlave, as soou as the roll had been called, moved 
that the motion passed on Friday by which Mr. 
Spragne had been denied a chance to prove the 
trath of his charges be reconsidered. Mr. Sprague, 
he said, claimed thatthe Police returns and the 
tallies of the watchers and P.1l Clerks showed that 
he had 173 votes inthe Fourteenth Election Dis- 
trict, and he thought Mr. Sprague should. in fair- 
ness, be treated as courteously as Mr. Bliss had 
been. Chairman Kirk twisted uneasily in his seat 
while Mr. McClave was talking, and he angrily ex- 
claimed that he considered it an outrageous piece of 
unfairness for the Republicans to spring such a 
motion on the two lone Democrats present. He 
therefore ruled that the motion should not be con- 
sidered — before the full board. As in duty 
bound, the little Alderman Levy backed up bis 
Tammany colleague, declaring that the returns of 
the County Clerk agreed on the vote in the Four- 
teenth Election District, and that there was noth- 
ing in themto be corrected. Alderman McClave 
demanded the yeas and nays on his motion to re- 
consider, and made the point of order that Levy 
had no right to speak except in explanation of his 
vote on the roll-cail. Chairman Kirk promptly 

_deciared the point not well taken. und asserted 
that any member had a right to offer an amend- 
Imenttoa motion. This littie hint was not lost on 
Levy, who immediately movea as an amendment 
that Aiderman McClave’s motion to reconsider be 
postponed until 1 o’ciock. Mr. McClave got the 
Chairman to repeat his remarkable ruling, and then 
appealed from the decision of the Chair. 

During all these proceedings there was great con- 

“fusion, and Chairman Kirk kept up a constant tat- 
too on the top of his desk with his gavel. When 
the first motion was made he hurriedly sent scouts 
Dut to scour the neighboring saloons in search of 

* Democratic Aldermen to come to the rescue, and 
he and Levy filibustered steadily to gain time. Mr. 
McClave prefaced his appeal from Kirk’s decision 
by deciaring it to be an outrageous ruling, and then 
tailed forthe yeas and nays. The seven Republicans 
voted not to sustain the Chair, and the Chairman 
and Aiderman Levy votedin the affirmative. Levy, 
to gain time, called for absentees, and the Clerk 
had to read the long list over again. Then the 
Chairman read the rules of the board,and declared 
the whole business out of order. Alderman Mo- 
Clave replied that his motion was simply fora 
reconsideration of a previousaction. Alithe Alder- 
men began talking at once, and in the midst of the 
gubbub Nr. McCiave called for the previous ques- 
tion. Mr. Kirk shouted that this was out of order, 
infair, and unjust, but he supposed he would have 
io put the question. Aftertwo or three roll-calls 
the previous question was declared ordered, and 
“then the Republicans put through the motion to 
reconsider, after defeating Mr. lLevy’s mo- 
tion to lay the motion on the table. At 
this point Alderman Duffy came in. He 
appeared to be scared by the proceedings 
end quick!y ran away, leaving no comfort 
behind him for his two distressed fellow-Demio- 
trats. Alderman McClave read the rules of the 
board providing that a-motion cannot be reconsid- 
ered more than once on the same day, and then he 
moved a reconsideration of hisown motion. The 
Republicans, of course, voted nay. The Clerk, 
however, announced the vote as 5 in the affirma- 
tive to 4 in the negative, and in an instant Chair- 
mano Kirk declared the motion carried. This 
raised a treeze, and the seven Republi- 
eans insisted on another roil-call, declaring 
that their votes had been improperly re- 
corded. They carried their point, and finaliy the 
Chairman was obliced to declare the motion lost. 
‘This, under the ruies, settled the matter for one 
‘day, at Jeast, and the Republicans settled back con- 
tentedly as Alderman Levy began the canyass of 
the Nineteenth Assembly District. 

Their contentment did not last long, however, for 
about 1 o’clock another rumpus occurred, led 
by the Democrats, who proposed to have 
their way in spite of rules or decency. 
When the Democrats were sure that they had 
snough members on hand to carry their point, the 
talkative Aldermaa Fitzpatrick opened the second 
bear garden performance by offering a resolution 
to the effect that the Committee on Corrected Re- 
turns be instructed not to send for the Inspectors 
and Poll Clerks of the Fourteenth Election District 
of the Thirteenth Assembly District, as there were 
Ro errors or discrepancies in the returns from that 
district, and declaring those reiurnos to be “ finally 
canvassed.” Alderman McClave vigorously op- 
posed this resolution and moved, as an 
amendment, to refer the resolution to the 
Committees on Corrected Returns. Then Fitz- 
patrick made a _ bombastic speech. com- 

laining that Alderman McClave did not 
mvite a single Democrat to be on hand promptly in 
the morning to undothe work of Friday. Alder- 
man McC.ave jumped up at this point and declared 
that Fitzpatrick was stating that which was not 
trae. Then Fitzpatrick declared that the Demo- 
rats would give the Republicans justice, and give 
{t to them until they cried for mercy, The Demo- 
vrats, he shouted, were just as conscientious as 
nny of *“*the hizh-toned, progressive, moral idea 

Republicans” were, and knew quite as much 
about the nature of an oath and the penalty 
tor perjury. Judging from the past acts of 
the Kepublican Party and its leaders, they 
would meet the canvassers on their way to the 
Aldermanic Chamber, and would corrupt them.

‘here had been no errors discovered on tne face of 
the returns from the Twenty-seventh Election 
District, he declared, in spite of Mr. Bliss’s protest, 
and .he retarns from the Fourteenth Election Dis- 
trict stood on exactly the same footing as those 
against which Mr. Bliss protested. Alderman 
Sauer jumped up and said that Mr. Sprague did 
not make his protest until after the returns 
had been canvassed.

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A BRILLIANT AURORAL DISPLAY.

A MAGNIFICENT EXHIBITION FOR THOSE 


WHO WERE OUT LATE SUNDAY NIGHT. 

The manifestation of electrical phenomena, 
which began about 11 o’clock on Sunday night, 
developed, between 2 and 8 o'clock yesterday 
morning, into an auroral display of extraordinary 
brilllancy and beauty. The display appeared at 
the time given on Sunday night in a series of deep 
red patches over the sky, above the horizon at the 
north, and between these patches there was 
an incessant play of white light in the 
form of filaments or streaks. At that time 
the moon was shining brightly, and in its light 


many of the more delicate hues of the au- 
rora were no doubt lost. About 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning the form of the display changed 
to concentric rings of reddish lignt over the north- 
wertern horizon, from which mist-like scintilla- 
tions swept up over half the arc of the firmament. 
Simultaneousiy with these appearances in the 
north-west there were long shafts of whitish light 
shooting up from the horizon at the north and 
vorth-east. But it was between 2 and 3 o'clock, 
after the moon had set, that the extraordinary 
nature of the display became evident. At that 
time the entire northern sky from east to west was 
ablaze with light varying from instant to instant 
in form, intensity, and color. Close down to the 
horizon was a base of smoky red, chang- 
ing incessantly from sombre to brilliant, 
out of whch rolied waves of brighter light 
that took on from time to time nearly all the hues 
of the rainbow, especially blue, green, orange, and 
purple. Sometimes these waves would roll on in 
ring-like forms far up into the sky and then break 
into flashes of whitish light that would spread half 
over the entire expanse of the heavens. At other 
times they would break up immediately after leav- 
ing the base, take the form of radial shafts reach- 
ing far over the sky, tinted at the base and shaded 
off to white at the apex. The display became less 
brilliant after 3 o’clock, but continued until near 
davlight. It attracted a great ceal of attention 
from the few persons who were out of doors at

FOUND AT THE OLD POST OFFICE. 


A SKELETON UNEARTUIED ON THE TOP OF ONE 
OF THE OLD VAULTS. 

Workmen engaged 1n breaking up and cart- 
ing away the yaults, arches, and foundations of the 
old Post Office building, in Nassau-street, yester- 
day morning suddenly came upon a human skele- 
ton. The bones were lying between two arches 
and on topof the vaults, about 15 feet from the 
south-eastern corner, on the Cedar-street side 
of the building. The bones were or a 


rusty brown color, the teeth being well 
preserved. Near them there was also found 
a metallic coffin-plate, with the inscription 
‘* Peter Kemble, Jr., died 19th November, 1813, aged 
26 years,” hut no coffin was discovered. ‘ij heskele- 
ton was given into the charge of the committee 
from the Old Dutch Church, which was appointed 
to watch the demolition of the building and to pre- 
serve articles found of historic interest. Henry W. 
Bookstaver and William Brower, of the committee, 
ordered that the bones should be placed in the vault 
ofthe Dutch Church, at Fourth-street and Lafayette- 
plaee, where they will be guarded by the sexton of 
the old chureh,T. De Witt Dunshee. If notidentified 
they wilt be taken to the vault in Green-Wood. 
Mr. Bookstaver said that he eould not understand 
how the body came to be on top of the vaults and 
only two and a half feet underground. All the 
remains inside of the vaults, he said, had been re- 
moved previous to 1844, when the property was 
soid to the Government, and placed in a vault in 
Greenwood Cemetery. An investigation was care- 
fully made inthe records of the sextons of the 
Old Dutch Church, but the name of Peter Kemble 
was not found. The body might have been placed 
in the vauits by a sexton of another church, how- 
ever, it was stated. It was also thought that the 
remains might possibly be those of an uncle of Mr. 
Peter Kemble, of the firm of Paullin & Kemble, of 
No. 30 Broadway. Mr. Kemble, however, while 
having had an'uncle of the same name,did not know 
of any member of the family being buried in the 
Old Dutch Church vaults. He intends to inyesti- 
gate the matter.

A WOMAN ATTACHING A BURGLAR. 


Mrs. Annie Reinholz, of No, 201 Second- 
street, Brooklyn, Eastern District, awoke about 3 
o'clock yesterday morning and saw a man stand- 
ing in her bedroom and in the act of taking some- 
thing trom the pockets of her husband’s clothes. 
She watched him for a time without speaking, and, 
after he had finished searching the clothes, he 
turned to a bureau and began to rummage among 
the drawers, Mrs. Reinholz then sprang out of bed, 
and, seizing a hatchet, struck the intruder with it 
on the head. He quickly caught her by the hands 
and bent them back until they were badly sprained. 
Her cries for help woke up her husband, who came 
at once to her rescue, and soon subdued her assail- 
ant. The latter was turned over to Police Officer 
Cantwell.

FORGING RAILROAD TICKETS, 

Edward Wallace, who said that he arrived

THE WiLKESON sUIT DISMISSED 
WITH COSTS. 

JUDGE BARRETT DECIDES THAT THE CON- 
TRACT PROVIDED ONLY THAT MR. 
BEECHER SHOULD EARNESTLY ENDEAVOR 
TO WRITE THE “‘ LIFE OF CHRIST.” 

When the case of Samuel Wilkeson against 
Mr. Beecher, to recover damages for the failure of 
the defendant to complete * Tie Life of Jesus, the 
Christ,” was called in Supreme Court, Part IL, 
yesterday morning, before Judge Barrett, Mr. 
Thorndike Saunders, counsel for the plaintiff, 
asked permission of the court to put Mr. Beecher 
on the stand. Mr. Beecher walked to the witness 
chair and seated himself, with his hat in one hand 
and the other resting on the railing of the in- 
closure in which the Judge sat. Mr. Saunders 
handed Mr. Beecher a letter dated in January, 
1876, in the writing of John B. Ford, of the firm of 
J. B. Ford & Co., who were to publish “ The Life 
of Christ,”” in which there was a demand for the 
completion of the work. Mr. Ford when on the 
stand could not remember having sent the letter, 
and Mr. Beecher said positively, ‘‘I never saw it 
before.” 

‘Was any demand made on you for copy after 
1873?” asked Mr. Saunders, 

“No, Sir,’’ replied Mr. Beecher, “Ido not think 
there was. On the ground on which we stood I 
knew perfectly well they wanted copy, and they 
knew perfectly weil they couldn’t get it.” 


The crowd in the court-room laughed. Mr. Beecher 
was asked if he did not know it was his duty to 
finish the work before h» did anything else, and he 
replied that he knew he was tv furnish the copy, but 
he didnot understand there was any limit as to 
time. He could not say what part of the contract 
or letters gave him that impression, and the ques- 
tion was put whether he relied most on the phrase- 
ology of the letters or the terms of the contract. 
Mr. Beecher replied that he relied on the daily and 
habitual conversations with the members of the 
firm. Mr. Thomas G, Shearman, Mr. Beecher’s 
counsel, asked him if in 1874 he was consulted as to 
the expediency of issuing the second part ot the 
work, and the witness replied that if there was 
some way of fixing the time he could perhaps tell. 
The question was canvassed and understood by 
Mr. J. R. Howard, Edward L. Ford, cf Ford & Co., 
and himself, but Mr. Beecher could not determine 
the date. 

* Perhaps I can refresh your memory,” said Mr, 
Shearman. ‘In the Spring of 1874 the first of the 
two famous Congregational Councils was held in 
the Clinton-Avenue Church.” : 

“Without precision of remembrance,” said Mr. 
Beecher quickly, ‘I may say to you that in ail 
those years in which Pivmouth Church was invad- 
ed and persecuted by either real or pone ar 
counsel the gentlemen of this firm were entirely in 
accordance with me as to the impolicy and impos- 
sibility of putting out the second part of ‘ The Life 
of Christ.” 

Mr. Beecher’s reply created a decided sensation, 
as it Was unexpected and was made in a Vigorous, 
startling manner. Mr. shearman remarked to Mr. 
Beecher that he was constantly in court during the 
first six months of 1875, and asked him if it was not 
understood that he could not work on ** The Life 
of Christ.” The question was objected to, 
and Mr. Beecher left the stand. Mr. Saunders 
called Mr. Howard to the stand to prove that in 
1874 the work was practically worthless. Mr. 
Shearman admitted this. and the case was closed. 

In renewing his motion to dismiss the case, Mr. 
Shearman urged the same points as on the pre- 
vious occasion, and said it would be a fraud on the 
creditors of J.B. Ford & Co.to allow sucn a 
claim to be proved. The contract itself was not 
ussignable anyway. Mr. Saunders, on the other 
hand, urged that the contract had been disposed 
of ina legitimate way. The letterof Mr. Wilke- 
son demanding the completion of the work was 
written in the name of the firm. That of Mr.How- 
ard undoing what Mr. Wilkeson had done was 
signed *' Jack,’ and was a private letter. 

Judge Barrett suid he did not think it necessary 
to add to what he had already said. The legai as- 
pect of the case was unchanged. ‘lhe contract 
was not to finish the work in 18 months, but to use 
the best endeavor. Atter alluding to the later evi- 
dence which deepened his convictions, the case was 
dismissed. wilh costs. Mr. Shearman askea for an 
extra allowance. It appeared by the showing that 
Ford & Co. made $37,000 out of the publication. 
Judge Barrett reminded Mr. Shearman that he 
once put the figures at $17,000. Mr. Shearman 
suid he was using Mr. Saunders’s figures. When 
the sale of che work was suspended the firm had on 
hand 10,000 copies of the book, besides the $.7,000. 
The case had dragged along for a great while, and 
the defense was not responsible for the delay. 
At last Mr. Shearman asked for $1,500 to cover 
counsel fees, the charges of the accountant. and 
other expenses. Mr. Saunders said the complaint 
was served Jan. 81, 1879, and there were 18 exten- 
sions to enable the defendant to file answer. Judge 
Barrett said there should be some extra allowance. 
While the figures on their face showed a profit,there 
could be nodoubt the firm suffered heavily. It would 
be absurd to pass upon the question that it really 
made money. Judge Barrett said he must also 
consider that the claim was purchased at auction 
in a somewhat speculative spirit. There should be 
an allowance, but not in the nature of punishment 
for beginning the action. The Judge allowed $350, 
and at the request of Mr. Saunders granted a stay 
of execution for 30 days, to enable the case to be 
appealed. Mr. Beecher shook hands with Mr. 
Suunders, smiled and chatted a minute, and left 
the court. Mr. Wilkeson was not in court. 


AN INVASION FROM NEW-JERSEY.,

SIX HUNDRED JERSEYMEN ATTRACTED AT 
ONCE BY MRS. LANGTRY. 

The train which rolled into the Jersey Cen- 
tral Railroad Depot over the New-York and Long 
Branch Division of that line, at 7:15 o’clock last 
evening, was not an ordinary one by any means. 
It was a speci! from Point Pleasant and contained 
a fraction of the population of New-Jersey, who 
were on their way to this City to see Mrs. Langtry 
play Rosalind in **As You LikelIt.” The special 
was 13 cars long and was manned by two conduc- 
tors, who wore white kid gloves, and a full com- 


plement of brakemen, with roses in their button- 
ho.es. The theatre-goers were an imposing sight 
as they descended from the cars and marched to 
the ferry-boat Communipaw in a solid phalanx, 
600 strong. They were trom Point Pleasant, As- 
bury Park, Long Branch, Red Bank, Matteawan, 
Freehold, South Amboy and Perth Amboy, and the 
districts outlying these villages. Some of them 
were extremely rustic in appearance, and not a few 
of the sterner sex seemed to be unused to gloves 
and were obviously uncomfortable in starched col- 
lars. The majority were young people, and every 
youth was accompanied by a maiden. In faet, 
some of them escorted two, and the young man 
who was accompanied by his sister gazed envious- 
ly upon his companion who was biessed with the 
sister of somebody else. When the Communipaw 
reached its pier at the foot of Liberty-street anu the 
600 adventurous Jerseymen marched into South- 
street there was confusion. Their excursion tickets 
had coupons attached which entitled them to trans- 
portation on the elevated road, and quite naturally 
they wished to finda station. A few feil a prey to 
the raging hackmen, but the majority escaped, 
were marshaled under the leadership of‘ two Cap- 
tains and charged upon the Cortlandt-street sta- 
tion in separate bodies, one of which proceeded up 
Liberty-street to Church, while tue other madea 
flank movement through South-street and up Cort- 
landt. Atthe foot of the stairway to the station 
they formed in a mass and struggled to make the 
ascent; and a hard-hearted bystander created a 
panic by shouting in an official tone, “step lively 
now, last train starts in two minutes.” Two special 
trains were run on the elevated road, which made 
ro stops below Fourteenth-street, to carry the visi- 
tors tu the theatre. Tney stood the ordeal! brave- 
ly, and though some were afraid to look out of the 
windows, the rest made up for it by gazing into 
the streets with loud expressions of wonder at the 
store-windows, electric lights, and other phe- 
nomens. At thirty Third-street they alishted, 
marched to Broadway and Thirtieth-street, and 
carried Wallack’s by storm.

SULLIVAN’S FAILURE TO MEET MR. 
ALLEN IN THIS CITY. 

Since the recent arrival of Mr. Tom Allen, 
the distinguished English pugilist, the Western 
newspapers have given much space to the utter- 
ances of Mr. John L. Sullivan, the pride of Bos- 
ton’s sporting community. Mr. Sullivan has re- 
peatedly announced his desire to make arrange- 
ments fora fight with Mr. Allen. When it was 
publicly announced by Mr. Allen that he would be 
at Mr. Harry Hill’s establishment last evening for 
the purpose of signing articles of agreement to 
meet the young Bostonian in a %-foot 
ring, it owas equally publicly announced 
by Mr. Sullivan that he would be on 


time with his signature. There was no written 
communication between Mr. Allen and Mr. Sulli- 
van; but that was thought unnecessary after the 
newspaper publicity given tothe proposed meet- 
ing. On Sunday Mr. Hill telegraphed to Mr. Sulli- 
van at Washington, but received noreply. In the 
evening Mr. Robert Farrel], one of Mr. Sullivan’s 
traveling companions, visited Mr. Hill, and in 
answer to an inquiry concerning Mr. Sullivan’s 
whereabouts said that that gentleman had reached 
Jersey City in the evening and had gone to Boston. 
Mr. Hilt was greatly astonished. He sent two 
telegrams to Boston addressed to Mr. Sullivan, 
one in care of Mr. Joseph Goss and_ the 
other in care of Mr. Patsey Sheppard. inquiring 
whether Mr. Sullivan would meet Mr. Allen last 
evening. No reply was received. At& o’elock 
last evening sporting gentlemen crowded into Mr. 
Hill’s Theatre expecting to see Mr. Sullivan and 
Mr. Allen affix their signatures to the all-important 
document. Inaparlor in the upper part of the 
buiiding 15 newspaper reporters sat: in. cush- 
joned chairs. and awaited the coming of the 
gladiators. Mr. Allen made his appearance 
with a glossy silk hat tipped gently over his 
right eye, and wore an overcoat which was greatly 
admired. He stroked his deep-dyed mostache as 
he said, **’Ello, boys, where’s Sulli-van?’ Mr. 
William E. Harding, Mr. Richard K. Fox’s repre- 
sentative, Mr. John Styles, Mr. James Coburn, Mr. 
Michael Keenan, of Coney Island; Mr. Tompkins 
Gilbert, Mr. James Coyne, Mr. James Patterson, 
Mr. Robert Farrell, and Mr. Hill entered the room, 
and informed Mr. Allen that Mr. Sullivan was not 
there. Mr. Harding desired to know whether 
Mr. Farrell represented Mr. Sullivan, and the gen- 
tleman addressed indignantly replied that he did 
not. ‘I think,” said Mr. Farrell. as he glanced at 
the reporters, “that the least said at such atime 
as this the better. Mr. Sullivan has not been ofti- 
cially informed peere Mr. Harding exchanged 
winks with Mr. Allen] that his presence wes de- 
sired here to-night. He has never said that he 
would be here tonight.” “Didn’t be say so in 
Washington the other night?” interrupted Mr. 
Harding; “didn’t he tell a thousand reporters in 
the West that he would be here to-night?’ ‘‘If 
Mr. Sullivan said 4e would be here,” rejoined Mr. 
Farrell, ** he’ll be here, and you can bet money on 
that. If he makes a match to fight Mr. Alien 
he’ll fight, and you can bet on that, and there 
won't be any jobbing about it as there 
was in the Ryan fight. Mr. Sullivan has been 
out on the road with a show, and he has a glove 
match with Mr. Elliott forthe 9th of December.” 
*That’s only a side show,” said Mr. Harding witha 
laugh. ‘*Here a chance to match him for a fight 
for the championship of the world.” Mr. Farrell 
and Mr. Harding indulged in a lively exchange of 
views, and when the listeners began to tire of it 
Mr. Harding said, ** Mr. Farrell, will you agree to 
have Mr. Sullivan here next week?’ ‘ Weill, 
you've got a nerve,’’ was Mr. Farrell’s only re- 
sponse. Then Mr. Coleman said that Mr. Harding 
should request Mr. Sullivan to attend. Mr. Hard- 
ing agreed that Mr. Coleman spoke correctly. Mr. 
Harding further said that if Mr. Sullivan would 
fight near New-Orleans the Folice Gazette 
would bet $3,000 to $2,500, and Mr. Farrell 
finished the sentence with, “that you'll 
have him =shot.”” Mr. Hill said that 
he held Mr. Fox’s check for $1,000 as a deposit for 
Mr. Allen, and that he expected Mr. Sullivan to 
cover the amount.

PRODUCE MODERATELY ACTIVE — CORN 
STEADY AND WHEAT NOT SO STRONG. 

CurcaGo, Nov. 20.—The ieading produce 
markets were moderately active to-day and aver- 
aged lower. Provisions were weak; wheat was a 
little less so, corn relatively steady, oats lower, and 
barley showed little change. Provisions were 
active and weak. Pork declined 40 to 50 cents for 
this month, closing at 244 cents above the bottom, 
and other pork futures fell off about 20 cents, clos- 
ing tame. Lard declined 2244 cents for November, 


and 10 to 15 cents on other futures. Meats weak- 
ened about 10 cents on speculative deals, but were 
quoted 35 to 874% cents lower on part cured 
lots for shipment. The market weakened rather 
badly early in the day on the announcement that 
receipts of hogs were large, and did not recover 
much when it was stated later that the receipts 
were barely 22,000 head. The arrivals of to-mor- 
row were estimated at 35,000. The weather was 
favorable toa large movement of hogs, and the 
packers were selling November pork, while they 
offered November lard more freely than was want- 
ed. There was some inquiry for meats to ship 
abroad, but it was not atallahearty one. The 
local feeling was said to be bearish because it was 
thought the better weather will weaken the price 
of corn, 

The market on the afternoon call was again 
eager. Wheat was dull and easier. The near 
futures declined 4% cent early, and closed 4 cent 
below the latest prices of Saturday, while those 
most deferred were relatively steady, but closed 
14 centlower. The weakening was understood to 
be chiefly due to the lowering of freight rates from 
the North-west, which induced larger offerings on 
the theory that the cheapening of freight 
will inerease our receipts, while the closing 
of navigation, with higher rail freights East, will re- 
tard the outward movement. It was remarked 
that the seilers did not seem to consider that the 
Western change will enable millers on the Missis- 
sippi to puy higher prices for. wheat, and thus 
keep it from coming here. Outside of these offer- 
ings the market was dull, and was, perhaps, pre- 
vented from dropping by the uncertainty about 
the proposed change in the rules affecting corners. 
There was apparently no shipping demand 
for the East, and an exporter said that 
a foreign demand here is out of the 
question while wheat can be bought 
on the sea-board cheaper than here. Corn was 
moderately active and generally steady after an 
early decline of 4 cent. on the near futures, which 
was soon recovered. The market at the close 
averaged about 1 cent. below the latest prices of 
Saturday, except that at was firmer. Our 
receipts were rather larger, only about one-third 
of the ear lots being inspected as fit to deliver on 
contracts, but there was a good shipping demand, 
which kept spot prices steady. 

The trading in futures was mostly for the year, 
with a good many buying orders limited to be 
filled at 60 cents. There wasa good deal of pur- 
chasing by parties supposed to represent the men 
who ran the April wheat deal here, und they were 
also said to be buying a good deal in New-York. 
But the parties who were supposed to know all 
about it said they regarded it as simply a milking 
operation. The cool, clear weather is favorable 
to increase corn receipts, but the war in rates is 
not expected to make a material addition to the 
volume. as little corn comes from the direction in 
which the freight war is raging. On the afternoon 
call the market was a shade firmer. 

The informal meeting of the Board of Trade held 
this afternoon to consider the corner rules was a 
decided success. The matter was discussed in a 
calm, dignified way, and on motion of Mr. Hobbs 
it was referred to a committee to investigate and 
report. The gentlemen selected are T, R. Bensley, 
J. F. Collette, S. C. Spencer, J. H. Norton, C. E. Cul- 
ver, C. L. Hatchinson, C.Q. Hamiil, L.C. Hall, and W. 
8. Crosby. Mr. Hobbs was added by avclamation. 
The shipments of wheat from this city by rail last 
week are reported as 95,404 bushels. Of this 
quantity 36,494 is stated to have gone out by the 
Chicago and North-western, and 21,705 bushels by 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. That may 
be presumed to mean that about 58,200 bushels 
went to Milwaukee. It is understood that most, 
if not all. of this is wheat that was inspected here 
as No. 3and was bought up by sample to goto 
Milwaukee cleaning mills. The cleaners here 
think the inspection at Chicago js too severe on 
them when it enables Milwaukee men to pay 4 
cents transportation charges in competition with 
them. Perhaps, however, it is the inspection at the 
northern end of the line that is too lax. They had 
a little trouble in Milwaukee recently on that very 
point. St. Joseph, Mo., is reported to have re- 
ceived 100 car-loads of new corn to-day. 

It seems that the charges about suiphuring bar- 
ley are untrue. People do not use sulphur now. 
They bave found what they think to bea better 
articie. It is supposed to be chlorine in some form 
tbat is used in the new process. M. J. Sheridan & 
Co. to-day ‘received two car-loads of corn from 
Robertson County. Ky. The senders intimate that 
ro havea lot more to send if sales are satisfac- 
ory. EH,

First—To perpetuate the observance of Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday, and to promote the couections 
on these days by organizing representative men of 
every trade and occupation into societies, eetabiished 
for these purposes, under &@ Common Constitution and 
by-laws. 

Second—To stimulate giving, by securing to donors 
through these auxiliaries the equivaient of their 

ifts in the board and treatment of patients received 
fato the hospital on their recommendation. 

Third—To provide a way by which clerks, workmen, 
or societies of artisans, by payinga small sum into the 
treasury of their trade auxiliary, may entitle them- 
selves to hospital care in time of sickness. 

Fourth—To enable headsof manufacturing or other 
large establishments to make proviston for the proper 
care and treatment of their as meeting with 
accident or overtaken with sickness while in their 
service. 

Fifth—To enable headsof families to do the same for 
their servi nts. 

Sizth—To diffuse through the community a better 
appreciation of tie interest each individual has in the 
work and support of hospitals. 


The auxiliary associations will be entitled to the 
right of sending patients to any of the hospitals 
uniting with the association, where the required 
treatment comes within the rules of the desigaated 
hospital, at the following rates: In the hos- 
vitals for the treatment of general diseases, for 


the treatment of the diseases of women, and | 


for incurables, at the rate of the care of one pa- 
tient for one day, for every dollar contributed by 
any auxiliary association to the general fund of 
any hospital Saturday and Sunday collection; in 
the hospitals for the treatment of children, at the 
rate of the care of one patieat for one day for 
every 75 cents thus contributed, and in the hos- 
pitals for the treatment of diseases of the throat, 
eye, and ear, at the rate of one patient for one day 
for every $1 25 thus contributed.”? Under the rules 
governing the formation o1 auxiliary associations it 
is provided that “*eaeh hospital shall be required to 
keep patients from auxiliary associations for 
such number of days as it shall be compen- 
sated for at the rates above allowed 
for patients by the whole ameunt it shall 
receive from the annual collection; that no aux- 
iliary association shall be entitled to keep patients 
in any hospital for a greater number of days than 
the hospital shall be compensate’! for, at the rates 
above specified, by such part of the whole amount 
received by it in the annual distribution as shall be 
in the proportion of the amount contributed by 
the auxiliary association in the annual col- 
lection to the whoie amount collected, other 
than amvuunts specially designated; and that all 
rights and obligations under this resoiution shall 


be limited to the year commencing on Jan. 1 | 


next after the annual collection.”” The hospitals 
which have «greed to receive patients on the fore- 
going terms are: St. Luke’s, Presbyterian, Mount 
Sinai, Hahnemann, and German Hospitals, each of 
which treats cases of accident and every 
kind of non-contagious and acuie diseases; the 
Woman’s Hospital and the New-York Infirmary 
foc Women and Children, which, as their names 
imply, treat only cases of women and children;
